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THE FENIANS IN CANADA. 


‘(HE Fenian movement has reached a sort of side 

crisis. This party, or secret society, or nation, 
or whatever it is, is one and indivisible in Ireland, and 
is there apparently entirely obedient to Chief-Organ- 
izer STEPHENS. But, in the United States, it has 
been divided into two factions, neither of which, as it 
now appears, has been operating in harmony with 
‘Mr. STEpHENS’s plans. Of these factions the O’Ma- 
HONY one was about destroyed by the absurd result 
of its little expedition to Eastport, Campo Bello 
Island and vicinity, a week or two since. The other 
faction, headed by Roperts and SWEENEY, has now 
in its turn invaded Canada, while Mr. STEPHENS has 
been working away as hard ashe could to prevent 
any invasion whatever, and to concentrate and pre- 
serve all the money, strength, means and enthusiasm 
of the Fenians, not to invade British colonies, but to 
use directly in Ireland itself at the right time. He 
has, however, thus far obtained no great control over 
the Irish in the United States, and the Roperts and 
SWEENEY wing of the Fenian band seem to have had 
‘a fair field and no favor,” for a pretty full exhibi- 
tion of their military force and campaigning abilities. 
We give a brief summary of their Canadian expedi- 
tion, up to date, as far as is worth detailing. 

For a few days in the end of May, the newspapers 
contained reports of movements of Fenians by rail, in 
various directions. They went mostly in squads, un- 
armed, and in citizens’ dress. Some muskets, ammu- 
nition and subsistence had, at the same time, been 
forwarded to the intended points of concentration, 
which seem to have been Buffalo and vicinity, in the 
West, Malone, in St. Lawrence County, N. Y., in the 
centre, and St. Albans, Vt., or thereabouts, in the 
Fast. 

On Thursday, May 31st, a considerable number of 
Fenians had quietly gathered into Buffalo, calling 
themselves laborers, bound for California.. At about 
half-past two next morning they had collected at 
Black Rock, some three miles north of Buffalo, and 
here they at once crossed the Niagara River by the 
aid of two tugs and four canal boats. They landed 
safely, under the green flag, and at once took posses- 
sion of the ruins of old Fort Erie, just at the place 
where the lake narrows to the river. Their number 
was somewhere from 1,000 to 1,500. Their military 
organization consisted of four regiments, the thir- 
teenth, or Tennessee, the seventeenth, or Kentucky, 
the eighteenth, or Ohio, and the seventh, or Buffalo, 
besides an Indiana detachment. ll these had colo- 
nels, and: the whole were under Col. O’Nett, for- 
merly known as having enlisted a regiment for the 
Rebels of such of our soldiers in the horrible den at 
Andersonville as preferred dishonor to death. 

This crossing had been successfully concedled from 
the United States authorities. At embarking in the 
Fenian fleet, the men received arms and ammunition, 
but no commissariat seems to have been organized. 





They at once cut the telegraph wires leading into 
Canada, tore up the track of the railroad near them, 
and advanced westward along the lake shore toward 
Port Colborne, at the mouth of the Welland Canal. 

Abreast of all this, it must be remembered that the 
Fenian centre and right wing, at Malone and St. 
Albans, were struggling to move forward. As a mat- 
ter of course, the United States authorities on our 
side of the frontier were, by this time, talking rapidly 
by telegraph, between Washington and sundry north- 
ern points; Sir FrepERIcK Brucs, the British min- 
ister at Washington, was communicating busily with 
the State Department close by, and with the Canadian 
authorities at Toronto and elsewhere ; and, above all, 
the whole of Canada was instantaneously plunged 
into a violent and very uneasy excitement. 

On the part of the United States, the revenue 
steamer Michigan, Captain Bryson, at once took post 
off Fort Erie, to prevent Fenian reénforcements from 
crossing. Lieutenant-General GRANT promptly set 
out for the frontier, and United States troops were 
set in motion for the north from Boston and other 
points. 

In Canada the tumult was great. All the Regulars 
in the Province were put under orders to march at a 
moment’s warning. All the Volunteers were to be 
ready at an hour’s warning. When the news of the 
occupation of Fort Erie reached Toronto, the fire- 
bells rung an alarm, there was a tumultuous public 
meeting, and five hundred special constables were 
appointed to keep the peace while the troops should 
march for the front. Both Regulars and Volunteers 
were either moving or mobilizing all over the Province, 
and a cabinet council of the Provincial ministry was 
instantly convened at Ottawa. 

The first Canadian force to come into actual conflict 
with the Fort Erie Fenians, was a body of about 1,400 
Volunteers, under Col. Booker or BUCHANAN, which 
had hastened to Port Colborne, while another force, 
under Col. Peacock, was advancing upon the Fenian 
rear, up the Niagara River, via Chippewa. Bookzr’s 
troops met O’Netn and his Fenians about 8 A. M., 
on the morning of Saturday, June 2d. O’NEIL was 
advancing westward, and now took post at Limestone 
Ridge, somewhat less than half way from Fort Erie 
to Port Colborne. There was a sort of battle, in 
which—though there are various reports—the Cara- 
dians seem to have despised their adversaries, and 
to have advanced in pursuit of them as if already 
victorious, when the Fenian line was merely falling 
back to rectify an error. Many of the Fenians are 
veterans of the Rebellion, and notto be discouraged 
by a charge; so they charged bayonets in their turn, 
upon the confident Canadians, and very easily dis- 
persed them. But the losses are reported at only 6 
killed and 15 wounded on the Fenian side, and 23 
killed and wounded on the Canadian side. 


After pursuing the beaten Canadians for some dis- 
tance, the Fenians fell back toward Fort Erie. They 
had impressed some provisions at that place, but 
their supplies quickly fell short, notwithstanding what 
they could find in the vicinity. More Canadian troops 
were coming up to Port Colborne; PEAcocK’s force 
was approaching from Chippewa ; the Michigan and 
one or two tugs had effectively closed the Niagara 
River toreénforcements. As the Fenians approached 
Fort Erie again, they had a brush with a small Cana- 
dian force, but easily dispersed it ; and at night, worn 
out with fatigue and hunger, the Fenians attempted 
to escape back into the United States. Their main 
body was promptly captured, with the tugs conveying 


his by the Michigan ; the stragglers and pickets 
were left on the Canadian side, and were taken by 
Col. Peacock’s force, which went into camp at Fort 
Erie ; and the left-flank movement of the Fenian in- 
vasion was over, and a failure, and its troops were 
prisoners to United States District Attorney Darr, 
though in the immediate charge of Captain Bryson, 
of the Michigan. 

Gen. Grant reached Buffalo on Saturday; Gen. 
MEADE arrived at Buffalo Sunday noon, and at once 
placed Gen. Barry in charge of the frontier line, from 
‘Erie, Pa., to Oswego, N. Y¥., with orders to preservé 
neutrality by preventing armed bodies of men or sup- 
plies from crossing into Canada, and by seizing arms, 
ammunition, etc., intended for unlawful Gen. 
MeaDE then left for Ogdensburg and other points, to 
take measures to deal with the remainder of the inva- - 
sion. 


The Malone army is supposed to have been in- 
tended to cross the St. Lawrence at Ogdensburg 
and to occupy Prescott. Some have even credited 
the Fenians with the design of pushing forward from 
this point and making an attack on Ottawa itself, with 
the view of securing the Canadian capital as a centre 
of operations. For several days, up to June 5th, 
Fenians arrived at Malone, and went quietly into 
camp, to a number unknown, but probably amounting 
to two or three thousand. Gen. MxEapE reached 
Ogdensburg on Monday the 4th, and established his 
headquarters there—Gen. SWEENEY, the Fenian com- 
mander-in-chief, with about 150 men, coming along 
on the same train. Up to that time twenty-eight 
companies of Canadian volunteers had concentrated 
at Prescott, to await developments. News being re- 
ceived of a shipment of arms and ammunition to the 
Fenian headquarters at Malone, a United States 
force was sent to Richville, a station on the railroad 
from Watertown, where it seized, it is said, four car- 
loads (ten tons is a car-load), and two more car-loads 
are said to have been seized at Watertown and at 
DeKalb Junction. 

The St. Albans Fenian force, which had gathered 
very much as the other two corps gathered, had, on 
the morning of Tuesday, June 5th, advanced to with- 
in eight miles of the Canadian frontier, where they 
went into camp. A United States force also went 
through St. Albans, on Monday night, probably to 
Rouse’s Point. Later accounts speak of an advance 
toward the Vermont and Canada line. 

While all this turmoil and excitement was prevail- 
ing along the Canada boundary from Detroit to Mon- 
treal and Rouse’s Point, Mr. Chief-Organizer Srr- 
PHENS, was peacefully addressing meetings, and ex- 
plaining his views in Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington. 

On the 5th, Attorney-General SPEED issued a cir- 
cular to all United States District-Attorneys and 
Marshals, ordering them, in the PRESIDENT’S name, to 
arrest ‘‘ all prominent, leading or conspicuous persons 
‘* called Fenians, who you may have probable cause to 
‘* believe have béen, or may be, guilty of violations of 
‘the neutrality laws of the United States.’’ The 
wording of this document has been objected to, as the 
‘* may be,” is claimed to admit too many arrests on 
suspicion. On the 6th, President JoHNSON issued a 
proclamation, declaring the Fenian proceedings, ‘‘a 
‘“‘ high misdemeanor, forbidden by the laws of the 
‘* United States, as well as by the laws of nations,” 
warning all good citizens against aiding or 
these proceedings, exhorting all United States 





cial and executive officers to do their duty in prevent- 
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ing them, and authorizing Gen. MzapE to employ 
United States troops and Militia to arrest and prevent 
the same. 

Under this proclamation the authorities moved 
with great promptitude. Gen. SWEENEY was arrested 
by order of»Gen. Greson, U.S. A., at the hotel at 
St. Albans, while in bed, late in the evenivg of the 
same day, and placed in military custody. During 
the day, arms and ammunition estimated to be wortn 
$150,000, were also seized at St. Albans, by the mili- 
tary authorities. Onthe 7th, Mr. W. R. Roserts, 
the civil head of the Roperts and SwEENrY wing of 
the Fenians, was arrested in New York, and on his 
refusing to give either bail or parole, was placed in 
the charge of some deputy marshals. 

The proclamation, and the seizures and arrests 
under it, will doubtless prevent any further actual 
military operations of any importance. The chief 
results of the whole proceeding will most likely 
be, besides establishing the influence of STEPHENS 
among such Fenians as retain their interest in the 
organization, to cause the Canadians a great fright 
and a Very large expenditure of money and time. 








THE ARMY. 


Tus Editor would be pleased to receive for this Department of the 
JovrwNat all facts in relation to regiments, or detachments of regi- 
ments, and all items of Army information of general interest. 


Tue review before the Board of Visitors, at West Point, 
took place on Monday, and the examination commenced on 
Tuesday, as announced in our issue of list week. The Board 
of Visitors is composed of seventeen gentlemen who are 
civilians, Colonel Jonny P. Manrin, of Kansas, being the 
only one Mith a military title. A correct list of the Board 
for this year will be found in our issue of the 26th inst. 
The examination commenced on the 5th inst., and will be 
concluded about the 16th or 17th inst. Quite a number of 
ladies attend the examinations, being, for the most part, 
the friends and relatives of the cadets. Among the recent- 
ly appointed cadets isa son of General Grant, who re- 
ported himself at the Academy during the first part of 
this week. A list of the Academic Staff of the Military 
Academy will be found in another portion of our paper. 
The examinations are held in the Library building and 
commence at 9 o'clock a. m., each day (Sundays excepted) 
and continue until 3 o’clock p.m. Although the exami- 
nation on many of the subjects is conducted in a manner 
very similar to that found in our best colleges, still, in many 
of the branches, such as light and heavy artillery drill, in- 
cluding sea-coast guns, cavalry tactics, use of the sabre 
and pistol, etc., the student is required to exhibit his ability 
to put his theoretical knowledge to a practical test. The 
present graduating class consists of 41 members. The 
Summer encampment will take place about the 20th of 
June, upon the grounds near Fort Clinton. From the 4th 
inst. until the close of the examination the cadets will per- 
form daily (Saturdays and Sundays excepted) at 5 o'clock 
pv. M., the following military exercises: In infantry, bat- 
talion and skirmish drill; in artillery, light artillery, siege, 
sea-coast drill; in ordnance, practical duties in the labor- 
atory; in engineering, pontoon drill; in cavalry, squad- 
ron and exercise in trooper in the riding hall; in the use 
of small arms, and of the sword and bayonet. 

Unper the Act of July 27,1861, to indemnify the States 
for expenses incurred by them in defence of the United 
States, the Secretary of the Treasury is directed to pay to 
the Governor of any State the costs, charges and expenses 
properly incurred by such State for enrolling, etc., and 
transporting its troops employed in aiding to suppress the 
Rebellion. The Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Cuasz, 
made certain rules for the preparation and settlement of 
claims of this character under the law named. In one of 
these rules it is provided that transportation and quarters 
for troops, at reasonable rates, will be paid. Transporta- 
tion will be restricted to the usual routes, and modes of 
conveyance and excessive quantities will not be recognized. 
Wagon hire for the transportation of the men themselves 
will not be sanctioned. Under this last clause as to wagon 
hire an immense amount has been rejected of claims 
for transportation in Iowa and other of the Northwestern 
States where railroad facilities and the usual routes and 
modes of conveyance are comparatively few. It was found 
impracticable to attempt to get recruits to the rendezvous 
by marching them on foot, and as a necessity the men were 
sent in wagons and other private vehicles. Impressed 
with the injustice done to the Northwestern States by the 
rejection of claims for wagon hire for the transportation of 
the men, Secretary McCuttocu has determined to allow 
for this class of transportation.

Maryland, he sent an officer on 
yar, who that “the colored 
mplain that they are not permitted to enjoy 
“the privileges of white men; that the bailiff of Easton 
“ refused to entertain complaints for abuses ; that the mur- 
“ derer of Epwakp Suzrwoop, colored, shot down and killed 
“ while on his way to church on a Sunday, was permitted to 
“ remain undisturbed until the Monday following, when he 
“made his escape. The well-attended schools for colored 
“children are barely allowed existence. No assistance 
“ from County or State fund is given them, and the wages 
“of the laborers are depressed on account of the great 
“surplus in that county. Out of fear of personal injury 
“the colored population will not make affidavits to injuries 
“ received.” ‘The Assistant Commissioner states that he 
has written to the Governor of Maryland, requesting a 
reward to be offered by the State for the arrest of the mur- 
derer. 

In the Senate of the United States, May 24, 1866, Mr. 
Lang, of Indiana, made the following report : 

That the petitioner, Bensamin Frank iy, is a private 
in Company H, Second Minnesota Volunteer cavalry. On 
the 19th of February, 1862, he enlisted in the ‘'welfth 


Iowa infantry Volunteers, and was present with that reg- 


iment in the battles of Pittsburgh Landing, Farmington 


and Corinth, Miss. He was then honorably dischargea 
from the service on account of disability, and in Novem- 
ber. 1862, enlisted in the First regiment Minnesota mount- 
ed rangers for one year. At the expiration of his term 
of service he was honorably mustered out with that reg- 
iment. On the 4th of January, 1864, he again reénlisted 
in the Second regiment Minnesota cavalry, for the term of 
threo years. In December, 1865, he received a furlough 
of thirty days, and while en route from Fort Wadsworth 
to his home, was so badly frozen as to necessitate the am- 
putation of both hands and both feet, and is still confined 
in hospital at Fort Ridgely, Minn. The petitioner has a 
family entirely dependent upon him for support, and in 
his present condition can do nothing for their maintenance. 
As he did not lose his limbs while strictly ‘in the line of 
“ duty,” as that phrase is interpreted at the Pension Office, 
he is thus forced to appeal to Congress for special legisla- 
tion in his behalf; and your committee believing that no 
more meritorious case has come before them, therefore 
report the accompanying bill for his relief, and recommend 
its passage. [We are compelled to omit the bill. } 

The resolution was passed unanimously, and sent to the 
House for concurrence.

That portion of the northern frcntier from the 
point at which the northern boundary of the State of New 
York leaves the river St. Lawrence, eastwardly to Island 
Pond, New Hampshire, and to include Plattsburgh, N. Y., 
will constitute the District of Champlain, headquarters at 
St. Albans, Vt. Major A. A. Gissox, Third artillery, is 
assigned to the command. The district of the St. Croix 
has been abolished. 

Masoz-GeneraL McDowe.t, commanding Department 
of California, has issued the following order : “‘ The atten- 
“tion of Company Commanders in the Regular Service is 
“specially called to the fact that enlistments for three years 
“could not, under any law of Congress, be made in the 
‘year 1863 (vide War Department General Orders, No. 
656, sories of 1861, and No. 20, series of 1864), conse- 
“quently all discharges of men after three years of service, 
“who enlisted in that year, except on certificates of disa- 
‘bility by sentence of Generali Court-Martial, or by supe- 
“ rior authority to that of company, post or regimental com- 
**manders, are illegal. If special authority has been given 
“by the War Department for a change of period of enlist- 
‘ment from five to three years, in particular cases, such 
* authority must accompany, or be entered in full on the 
* discharge and final statements.” 

Tue following order was issued from the War Depart- 
ment, Adjutant-General’s Office, June 5, 1866: “ First, 
“By direction of the Presipenz, the military Departments 
“of Kentucky and Tennessee are hereby discontinued.

“ stitute a new department, to be called the Department of

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FUNERAL OF GENERAL SCOTT. 


Tue funeral of Brevet Lieutenant-General Scorr at 
West Point, on Friday of last week, was attended by a 
large number of distinguished officers of the Regular Army, 
a full deputation from the First and Second Divisions of 
the National Guard of the State of New York, and also 
many prominent citizens. Congress was represented by 
Senators Fostsr, Jonnson, Davis, Wiuson, ANTHONY, 
Grimes and Nesmitrs, and Representatives Demine, of 
Connecticut, Kercuuf;of New York, Ancona, of Penn- 
sylvania, General Banxs, and Marston, of New Hamp- 
shire. Among the officers present were Ijeutenant-General 
Grant and Staff; Major-General Meape; Brevet “Major- 
General L. Tuomas, Adjutant-General; Brevet Major- 
General S. Scuriver, Inspector-General ; Brevet Major- 
General J. Hour; Judge-Advocate-General; Brevet Ma- 
jor-General M. C. Mzres, Quartermaster-General; Brevet

Mr. Horrman, of Brooklyn, The Right Rev. Horatio 
Porrer, Bishop of New York, arrived somewhat late, 
but participated in the services, which were in accordance 
with the prescribed torm of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. Owing to the size of the Chapel, but a small 
portion of those who attended the funeral could be admitted, 
the corps of Cadets being among those who were forced to 
remain outside. 
Upon the conclusion of the ceremonies at the Chapel, 
the coffin containing the remains of the late Lieutenant- 
General was placed in a very elegant funeral car, and, the 
procession having been reformed, was escorted to the West 
Point Cemetery. The coffin was then lowered in the grave, 
and after the usual prayers had been said by the Bishop 
and Chaplain Frencn, the corps of Cadets fired three vol- 
leys over the grave. Thus paying the last respect due 
from a grateful country to the mortal remains of one she 
had so long delighted to honor.

PROCLAMATION BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Whereas, It has become known to me that certain evil-disposed per- 
sons have, within the territory and jurisdiction of the United States, 
begun and set on foot, and have provided and prepared, and are still 
engaged in providing and preparing, means for such a military expe- 
dition and enterprise, which expedition and enterprise is to be carried 
on from the territory and jurisdiction of the United States, against 
the colonies, districts and people of British North America, within the 
dominions of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, with 
which said colonies, districts and people and kingdom the United 
States are at peace: 

And whereas, the proceedings aforesaid constitute a high misde- 
meanor, forbidden by the laws of the United States as well as by the 
laws of nations : 

Now, therefore, for the purpose of preventing the carrying out of 
the unlawful expedition and enterprise aforesaid, from the territory 
and jurisdiction of the United States, and to maintain the public peace 
as well as the national honor, and enforce obedience and respect to 
the laws of the United States, 1, Andrew Johnson, President of the 
United States, do admonish and warn all good citizens of the United 
States against taking part, or in any wise aiding, countenancing or 
abetting said unlawful proceedings; and I do exhort all judges, mag- 
istrates, marshals and officers in the service of the United States to 
employ all their lawful authority and power to prevent and defeat the 
aforesaid unlawful proceedings, and to arrest and bring to justice all 
persons who may be engaged therein, and in pursuance to the act of 
Congress in such case made and provided. Ido furthermore author- 
ize and empower Major-GeneralGeorge G. Meade, Commander of the 
Military District of the Atlantic, to employ the land and naval forces 
of the United States and the Militia thereof, to arrest and prevent the 
setting on foot and carrying on the expedition and enterprise afore- 
said. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the 
seal of the United States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington this sixth day of June, in the year 
of Our Lord One Thousand Eight Hundred and'Sixty-six, and of the 
Independence of the United States the ninetieth.

GENERAL WHITTLESEY'S REPLY TO THE REPORT OF GENER- 
ALS STEEDMAN AND FULLERTON,

Genera :—In compliance with your order, dated May 
16, 1866, to “ report upon the heads of Generals Srexp- 
“wan and FunLerton’s communication to the Set 

“of War, enclosed,” I have the honor to present the fol- 
lowing statements : 

Having heard of the arrival of Generals SreepMay and 
Futuerton in this city, I called, on the morning of A 
24th, at the hotel where they were stopping, but not 

them I returned to my office. About two o'clock p. M. 
they came in and remained with me for nearly half an 
hour. My books and papers were freely offered for their 
inspection, but they were content with a summary of sta- 
tistics from my monthly reports. No examination was 
made of my method of conducting the business of the 
Bureau, nor of the condition of its finances. The head- 
quarters of the central district, embracing nineteen coun- 
ties, were not inspected, nor those of the sub-district of 
Raleigh, embracing Wade and three other counties, as the 
following statements of officers in charge shows:

Brevet Brigadier-General E. Whittlesey, Assistant Commissioner, Bu 
reau R., F., A. L., State of North Carolina: 

Sir :—In the report of Generals SrrepMan and Fu.ter- 

ton to the Secretary of War, the following statements ap- 


ear : 

‘“‘ First, It has been our endeavor to ascertain by a thor- 
ough and impartial investigation the mannez in which the 
Bureau has been administered and conducted in these de- 
partments.” 
“Second, We have visited all the towns and cities of 
any importance, and the headquarters of each district of 
the Bureau in Virginia and North Carolina.” — 
At the time of the visit of these officials (Generals 
SrrepMAN and Futierron) to this State on their tour of 
inspection, I was on duty with the Bureau as superintend- 
ent of the central district, comprising nineteen counties, 
with my headquarters at Raleigh. 
No examination by them as to the business or records of 
my office was made. No interview between them and my- 
self took place with reference to any inquiry as to the sit- 
uation of freedmen’s affairs within the limits of this ex- 
tensive district, although I had served in this vicinity most 
of the time since the Bureau was put ia operation in this 
State, and have probably had as good opportunities of 
knowing how the business of the Bureau has con- 
ducted, almost from the commencement, as any 
could have. My office was in the same building with your 
own, and my books and papers as ready for their inspec- 
tion as they were but a few days before for that of Brevet 
Brigadier-General Szwatt, Acting Inspector-General, who 
did carefully examine them, as well as minutely inquire 
into all business of my district, and expressed himself well 
satisfied with the condition of affairs. 
The central district was at that time, for the purpose of 
facilitating business, divided into eight sub-districts, with 
a commissioned officer in charge of each, but one of whom, 
so far as I have been able to learn, was called upon by 
Generals SrzepMAN and Furierron for any i i 
with regard either to the business of his office or the con- 
dition of the freedmen of his district.

GENERAL :—A due regard for my “ official” reputation 
and personal character, as well as the “social” position 
which I have the honor to hold in private life, impels me 
to bring to your notice some facts in which the report of 
Generals Srzepman and FuLLERTON appear to reflect par- 
tially on me. 

At the time they came to Raleigh, I was on duty as as- 
sistant superintendent in charge of sub-district of Raleigh, 
containing the city of igh and the four populous coun- 
ties of Wake, Barnett, Cha and Moore.

I should have rejoiced at a thorough i ion of the 
recorded evidence and proceedings such as 1 invited a few 
days afterward from Brevet Brigadier-General F. D. Szw- 
att, Acting Inspector-General, from the War 7 ; 
who expressed himself as “highly gratified” with the 
manner in which its operations were conducted. 

In the report they were pleased to mention approvingly 
by name Brevet Colonel C. A. Cilley, Superintendent of 
the Western District, as a “ bright exception,” thus con- 
veying the natural inference as to the reverse in reference 
to the rest of the State. . 

I, therefore, have the honor earnestly to protest“against 
any such construction of said report as in anywise reflects 
injuriously as to the operations at that time of the Bureau 
in.this sub-district, or that would convey the inference 
that it was not at that time “‘ conducted with proper ability 
“or impartiality,” or “‘its duties judiciously and honeatly 
“ administeréd.”

its weary length along, but is soon expected to terminate. 
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Same as that already stated as prevailing in Virginia, ex- 
that there appears to bea more universal ire in 
department on the part of all classes to have it re- 
moved. ‘This feeling is no doubt attributable to the mis- 
conduct of many of the officers of the Bureau—such as 
wor plantations, running saw-mills, manufacturing 
turpentine and tar, etc. tions which bring them, 
armed with authority of their official positions, into com- 
petition with the citizens who are employing freedmen.” 

It is true, I think, that there is an almost universal de- 
sire to have the Bureau removed on the part of all classes 
except white Union men and freedmen. I believe no freed- 
man could be induced to express such a desire, though 
many in different parts of the State were questioned upon 
the subject. But the source of this feeling upon the part 
of any class is not correctly stated in the above paragraph. 
i have not seen in any newspaper nor heard from any cit- 
izon the first intimation of uneasiness on account of com- 
petition of officers of the Bureau with citizens who are 
employing freedmen. I have conversed with prominent 
men on this subject, and instead of objecting they have, 
without exception, highly approved the course of those 
who were willing to use their means in such a way as to 
‘benefit both planters and freedmen alike. The great want 
of the one class was capital, of the other well-paid employ- 
ment. The former could not cultivate his land without 
means to pay for stock and labor. The freedmen would 
not and could not enter into contracts to labor without 
some reasonable assurance of fair wages. The two classes 
thus stood aloof, mutually distrustful. At the close of last 
year the prospect was gloomy. It seemed to many that a 
large part of the productive land must lie waste, and that 
many able-bodied freedmen must live idle and dependent. 
Whatever the motive may have been, the effect. of invest- 
ing a few thousand dollars at such a time was good. It 
enco other Northern men to bring their capital and 
their enterprise. It inspired Southern men with confidence 
in freo labor, in which they naturally had but little faith. 

Thus this “‘ misconduct” has had a tendency to allay 
rather than excite hostility toward the Bureau. 

The hostility that exists (its existence was well known 
before Generals StrepMAN and Funierton discovered it) 
arises from other causes, chiefly from political, not busi- 
ness interests. The Bureau is regarded as an interference 
on the part of the National Government with matters that 
belong to the State. 

The people—the white race—very naturally desire to 
manage their own affairs, and the affairs of the freedmen 
also, as they formerly did. So long as the Bureau exists 
it will exercise some restraint in this respect ; hence arises 
opposition to it, and a very natural desire to have it re- 
moved. 

The Commissioners proceed to report upon the 
CONDUCT OF THE AGENTS. 


“ We have investigated some of tho charges made against 
agents of the Bureau, and in pursuing our inquiries on 
this point commenced with the Assistant Commissioner 
of the State, Colonel E. Wuirrtesry, to whom we ad- 
dressed the interrogatory: ‘Do you know of any person 
‘in the military service now on duty with the Freedmen’s 
* Bureau in this ag arama who is or has been, since en- 
‘tering upon the duties of his office, engaged or interested, 
‘either directly or indirectly, in the cultivation of any 
‘lands within the department? He answered, ‘ No.’ 
Subsequently he addressed us a note, hereto appended, in 
which he stated that, in order to assist the planters in hir- 
ing freedmen and trying fairly the experiment of free 
labor, he and some other officers of the Bureau had loaned 
money, and thus indirectly had an interest in cultivatin 
farms. On receiving this note we addressed Colone 
Wuirttesey further interrogations, a copy of which is 
hereto annexed, to which he replied in a communication, 
also hereto appended, disclosing the fact that he is inter- 
ested as an equal partner with the Rev. Horace James, 
of Massachusetts, formerly Captain and Acting Quarter- 
master Freedmen’s Bureau, and with Mr. Winturop Tap- 
PEN, of Maine, in the cultivation of a large farm in Pitt 
County, N. C. He also stated therein that Captain F. A. 
Srriny, Superintendent of the Bureau for the eastern dis- 
trict, N. C., is interested in the cultivation of a plantation 
in Wayne County, N. C., with a Mr. Porter, and that 
Captain Isaac Rosexranz, Commissary Subsistence, is in- 
terested with a Mr. Brooks in the cultivation of a planta- 
tion in Pitt County, North Carolina.” 

In the above ph all the conversation between 
General StrrepMan and myself upon the subject presented 
is omitied. 

The question quoted as addressed to me was not uttered 
in my office. That question, with a slight change of lan- 

, was ad to me in writing three days after- 
ward and answered in writing. As nearly as I can recol- 
lect, the conversation in my office on this subject was as 
follows: General Strrpman asked, ‘ Are any officers cul- 
“tivating farms?’ I answered, “No, §sir, (or none), 
“go far as I know, except indirectly by furnishing money.” 
After some remarks about charges that had been made, 
(though it was not stated by whom), he said: “ We want 
“to know if any officers or agents are concerned in any 
“ way, directly or indirectly?’ I replied, “If you wish 
“it, eral, i will put my answer in writing.” To this 
he assented, and the conversation turned to other matters. 
There were present, Brevet Brigadier-General Futterton, 
who was reading minutes that had been i. for him 
from iay records; Brevet Major Tuomas P. Jounston, A. 
Q. M.; Lieutenant F. H. Bescuer, Third U. S. infantry, 
and A. A. A. G.; one Mr. Crosxey, and my clerk, who 
were conversing at one end of the room. 

Immediately after the Commissioners retired, I wrote

Or whether 
such officer has contracted to furnish labor, and if so, how 
much, and what character of labor, with the compensation 
of the officer of such service. 

State, also, whether you know of auy oflicer in the mil- 
itary service of the United States, now on duty in the 
Freedmen’s Bureau in the Department of North Carolina, 
or who has been on duty with the Bureau since you en- 
tered upon the discharge of the duties of Assistant Com- 
missioner for the same in this department, who is engaged 
in any business whatsoever, either directly or indirectly, 
except the business pertaining to the duties of his posi- 
tion, and if you know of any such officer so engaged in

Generat:—TI have the honor to reply to your commu- 
nication of the 27th inst., that I know of no officer “ who 
‘is interested in the cultivation of lands within the limits 


“ofthe Department of North Carolina” in any other 
way than by furnishing money to pay wages and other ex- 





My own interest is as follows: Mr. Horace James, of 
Massachusetts, (formerly Captain and A. Q. M.,) and Mr. 
Winturop Tarran, of Maine, rent a farm in Pitt County. 
I to furnish one-third of the money to pay ex- 
—_ (including rent, wages, etc.,) on condition that la- 

rers would be paid monthly an average of $10, good ra- 
tions, and quarters; and that I should receive an equal 
share with them in the net profits. 

Mr. James lives on the farm and manages the whole 
business. When I last heard from him he was employing 
about 140 freedmen, and had established two schools for 
the children. All were doing well and seemed contented. 
The other officers whom I suppose to be interested in the 
same way in the cultivation of land are: Brevet Major F. 
A. Sgzty, A. Q.M., with a Mr. Porrer, in Wayne County ; 
Captain Isaac Rosexranz, C.S., with a Mr. Brooks, in 
Pitt County; Major J.C. Mann, A. Q. M., with some 
person farming in Brunswick County (name not known). 

My knowledge as to these officers being thus interested 
is from report only, and I do not know whether the cap- 
ital they furnished is loaned for a specific rate of interest 
or for a part of the profits derived from the crops. 

No officer has contracted to furnish labor, so far as I 
know, or has received or been promised any compensation 
for procuriug laborers. Ifan impression exists that such 
is the fact, it probably may arise from my orders to charge 
a fee of fifty cents for making out contracts between em- 
ployers and laborers, which fees are paid into the treasury 
of the Bureau. 

T do not know of any officer in the military service who 


is engaged in any business except the business pertainin 
to the duties of his position. I have visited, a often p 
possible, the principal stations, and have never found the 
officers absent from their districts or negligent of their 
duty.

From the foregoing correspondence it must be clear to 
any candid mind that there was no attempt and no wish 
on my part to deny any fact, or to conceal anything from 
General StrrpMan, as is implied (though not directly 
charged) in his report. What I did deny, and meant to 
deny, and do still deny, is the charge which the first ques- 
tion involves, that any officer connected with the Freed- 
men’s Bureau is engaged in “ cultivating’ or managing 
farms, in any proper meaning of those words, or devoting 
his time to any private business. The fact that an officer 
has invested his money in a farm or any other business 
does not prove that he is in person managing that business.

The Commissioners speak of affairs at Newbern. 

The charges here and in other parts of the report against 
B. N. Mrety appear to be “ prevarication,” “ attempting 
“to screen Mr. Firz,’’ and “ extortion.” A communica. 
tion from Major SEexy says: 

“In reply to the first, I would simply refer you to the 
enclosed copy of correspondence between Dr. Rusa ang 
myself, which completely contradicts the report as to this 
interview with the Commissioners. Mr. Potren’s verbal 
statement to me before witnesses is as positive a contra- 
diction as regards himself.” 

The correspondence referred to above is as follows: 

NEWBERN, May 16, 186¢. 

Doctor :—In the New York Herald of the 12th inst., 
in what purports to be an official report of Generals Stegp- 
MAN and Furterton to the Secretary of War, I observe 
that I am charged with “ prevarication’’ in my answer to 
certain questions asked me by these gentlemen, and your * 
evidence is reported to substantiate the charge, as fellows : 
“Dr. Rusu stated that some two weeks since he had con- 
“‘ ditionally purchased the interest of Captain Seety in this 
“ plantation, but had not yet consummated the contract.” 

Will you please inform me if this is an accurate report 
of your statement ?

Major Srery’s letter continued : 

“As to the second charge, I simply repeated the find- 
ing of the Court of Inquiry, which was that the charges 
preferred (against Mr. Frrz) ‘were the result of malicious 
invention.’ 

“ As to the third charge, I would simply refer you to a 
recent letter addressed to yourself by Mr. Firz, in which 
he totally denies the statement ascribed to him. I would 
qualify to this myself, but Ihave felt as if the charges 
were too ridiculously absurd to demand refutation.” 

The letter of Mr. Firz referred to is in my possession, 
and he denies making the statement that ‘ Captain Srery 
“told him ‘I must have $1,000 a month from that settle- 
‘ment.’ ”’ 

As will be shown further on, the collections by Mr. 
Fitz were kept separate from the general funds of the Bu- 
reau, and all expended for the benefit of the Trent River 
Colony. 

The next matter noticed in the report is: 

FURTHER MISCONDUCT. 

“Captain Rosekranz, Sub-Agent of the Bureau at 
Newbern under Captain Szety, and Commissary of Sub- 
sistence, as will be seen by reference to the paper hereto 
attached, is also engaged in cultivating a large plantation 
near Little Washington, N. C., with the labor of freedmen, 
whom he supplies with rations as a part of their wages.” 
It is the universal practice to supply laborers “ with ra- 
“tions as a part of their wages.” It is mot here alleged 
that Captain Rosexranz furnished Government rations ; 
but the public are left to infer that such is the fact, and 
this inference seems to have been intended by the Commis- 


, sioners, for they proceed to speak, in immediate connection, 


of missing rations. [The charges against Captain Rosr- 
KRANzZ are stated, and the report proceeds :}] Captain Rosr- 
KRANZz discharges the duties of post commissary as well as 
those of assistant superintendent in the Freedmen’s Bu- 
reau. In the former capacity he is directly under the 
orders of the department commander, who had more than 
a month since ordered an investigation of the business of 
the Commissary Department at Newbern. The result of 
that investigation has been forwarded to Major-General 
Rvaer for his action, and I am permitted by him to make 
the following extracts from the papers. The first is a let- 
ter from Captain Rosexranz, who had at the time a 
“leave of absence” from the department commander 
This letter is dated. 
Ciirron Park, N. Y., April 19, 1866. 

Captain :—I have received a copy of a report of Brevet

“The enclosed copy of an order to issue white sugar 
was directed to my predecessor (Brevet Major W. IF. Pat- 
wer) about the time I relieved him, and the white sugar 
was issued to freedmen in pursuance of said order, there 

* being no brown sugar then in the department. Moreover, 
the issue of white sugar was duly accounted for in my 
‘returns’ to the Commissary-General, and allowed. 

“Tsaac A. RosEKRANZ, 
“Captain and U.S. Volunteers, Assistant Superintend- 
ent, etc.” 

Brevet Major F. A. Srery, A. Q. M., who was directed 
to investigate these reported irregularities, says: ~ 

“Major Sutttvan, Supervising Commissary for Virginia 
and North Carolina, had previously made such investiga- 
tion as he thought proper, and declined to pursue any of 
the matters referred to in the affidavit of Wituiam IL. 
Weucu, saying he was satisfied the affidavit was not to be 
believed under oath. * * * ' 

“T learn upon inquiry that at the same time, the date 
of which is not positively ascertained, some white sugar 
(three or four barrels) was exchanged by Captain Ross- 
ERAN?2’S assistant for brown, at the storo of P. Merwin, 
on the ground that the brown was as good, if not better, 
for the freedmen than the white, receiving the difference 
in price in money. Mr. Merwin declares that he supposed 
at the time that the transaction was a legitimate one, and 
further, that to the best of his knowledge and belief, Cap 
tain RoseKRANz was not concerned in and had no knowl- 
edge of it, but thinks it was while he was absent on leave.”’ 

This whole matter, however, is in the hands of the de 
partment commander, and does not directly concern the 
Freedmen’s Bureau. [f sincerely trust that the result of 
the investigation may entirely exonerate Captain Rost- 
kRANZ, who has served through the war in positions of 
great responsibility without a stain upon his reputation. 

In that part of the report of the Commissioners which re 
lates to the Trent River village, very severe charges are 
made against Mr. Firz, the Superintendent of that colony. 
A short time previous to their visit complaints had been 
made concerning the management of affairs there, and 
Major SzELy requested an officer from without the district 
tomake an impartial examination. I assigned for that 
purpose Lieutenant Axuison, of the Veteran Reserve Corps, 
who had just reported for duty, and was an entire stranger 
to all the parties. With him was associated, by consent of 
the post commander, Lieutenant Upton, Adjutant of the 
Twenty-eighth Michigan regiment. ‘This board gave the 
case a patient hearing, and had prepared their report, but 
before the proceedings had been acted upon or forwarded 
to me, they were demanded by General Strepman, anda 
portion of the record was published in the New York 
Herald of May 2d. ‘The simple fact'that the matter was 
under investigation, with a view to correct the evils com- 
plained of, is a sufficient defence for tho Bureau. A full 
report of ths case is presented in the proceedings of the 
“ Board of Investigation,” already forwarded for your 
consideration. 

It appears from the findings of this Board that none of 
the charges are fully sustained, and only two partially sus- 
tained, by the evidence. Major Sze y, therefore, seems to 
have been correct in stating “that a great deal of what 
“was said against the accused resulted from prejudice.” 
Still, as there seemed to be some foundation for the com- 


plaints, I directed that Mr. Firz be relieved, and an officer | 


appointed to fill his place. 

The rents for house lots and gardens (called in the Re- 
port of the Commissioner ‘‘ Firz taxes”’) were collected in 
accordance with orders issued by the Superintendent of the 
Eastern District, July 15, 1865. The colony was outside 
the limits of Newbern, and therefore was under no munic- 
ipal government. ‘To keep the village in a cleanly condi- 
tion, to guard the people against disturbance and crime, to 
provide a hospital for the indigent sick, to fit up buildings 
for schools and churches, were the duties incumbent on 
this Bureau. As many of the people were earning good 
wages in Newbern,it was thought but just that they should 
help at least in paying the expense incurred for their own 
benefit. The people paid those rents cheerfully, and were 
proud of the fact that they formed a free and almost self- 
supporting community. ‘The tax on trades was made to 
correspond with similar taxes in the city of Newbern, but 
it was not intended that any ihould be subjected to burdens 
which they could not easily bear. 

© disposition made of the funds thus obtained has been 
to defray the expenses of the settlement. No part of this 
fand has been expended “ for the support of the Bureau” 
beyond the village itself. A separate account has been 
kept with this colony, which I have examined carefully, 


and find, until the last month, the incidental expences had 
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been paid by the people, the Bureau providing rations for 
the destitute, and medical supplies for the sick in hospital. 
If for any longer period undue severity has been exercised 
by the Superintendent, it seems strange that no formal 
complaint had been made to his superiors in office, either 
by the people or the teachers living near them. 

Another subject reported upon by the Commissioners is 
under the heading, “Bureau Officers Shooting down a 
“« Freedman.” 

In this paragraph there are some statements which are 
very wide from the truth. It is not true that Mr. Boypen 
is an “ employée of Colonel WuitTtLEsEY” any more than 
the conductoss and brakesmen of a railroad in Maine are 
my employées because I own stock in that railroad ; or than 
the Hon. Secretary of the United States Treasury is my 
employée because I own United States bonds, and am thus 
interested in the proper management of the Treasury. It 
is not true that Generals SrgezpMAN and FULLERTON re- 
ceived the statements of the case from Mr. James himself, 
for, as I learn, he did not meet them, and his statement 
previously made in writing is materially different. 

It is not true that the freedman, when escaping from the 
guard under which he had been placed to work out his sen- 
tence, ‘‘ was pursued by James,” or that he was fired on by 
Boyprn when “ attempting to cross the river in a canoe.” 
These mistakes of the Commissioners may be excusable on 
the ground that they “‘ were unable, owing to want of time, 
“‘to inquire into the matter.” The facts in the case are pain- 
ful enough without exaggeration, are fully set forth in the 
report of Lieutenant A. Coats, V. R. C., whom I ordered to 
investigate the affair as soon as possible after evidence was 
obtained that the freedman was killed. ‘The original report 
was forwarded to Major-General Ruger, department com- 
mander, for his action thereon, as the case does not come 
within the jurisdiction of the Freedmen’s Bureau. 

The following is an exact copy : 

YankKreE Hauu Farm, 
Perr County, N. C. May 7, 1866. é 
Capiain FF. A. Neely, A. Y. M., Nupt. Buréau of R., F., and A. L.: 

Str: In accordance with orders received from you, dat- 
ed the 16th inst., I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the facts connected with the shooting and killing 
of a colored man named Atsbury Reet by a white man nam- 
edtDavip BoypEn at Yankee Hall farm, Pitt County, N.C., 
on the 10th of March, 1866. Atussury Reew was a laborer 
on the farm, and on the 10th day of March he was arrested 
for breaking into the store-room and stealing clothing there- 
from. He was taken before Horace James, Assistant Super- 
intendent Bureau of Refugees, Freedmen and Abandoned 
Lands for Pitt County, and by him sentenced to work in a 
ditch on the south side of the river, and another laborer 
working in the same ditch was furnished with a pistol, and 
was ordered to shoot ReEx if he attempted to escape. Rzxt, 
however, succeeded in making his escape from the ditch, and 
gained the swamp. Nosearch was made for him, but on 
the evening of the satae day (March 10th,) he came to the 
bank of the river and hailed a man, who carried him to the 
north bank of the river. Two laborers, named Sam. 
Grimes and Sterx. Witson, knowing that Reet was an es- 
caped prisoner, went to Mr. Boypen, who was superintend- 
ent of the farm, and told him that Reel was down at the 
river. Mr. Boxpen took his pistol in his hand and started 
to re-arrest Rexx, ; he found him sitting by a fire a short 
distance from tho river. Rexx started up and ran to the riv- 
er. Mr. Boynen ordered him to stop or he would shoot 
him, but Rev plunged into the river and attempted to 
swim across. Mr. Boynrn ordered him to come back, and 
told him that there was no chance for him to get away, and 
that if he did not come back he would shoot him. Rzreu 
paid no attention to Mr. Borpen’s warning, but kept swim- 
ing across the river. Mr. Boypsen then fired a shot over 
him, and again ordered him to come back, but Reru kept 
on and was lost inthe darkness, when Mr. Boypen fired 
another shot in the direction he had seen him last. Mr. 
Boypen then listened, and as he could not hear any sound, 
he came to the conclusion that he had either killed Rexu or 
that Ree was floating. Mr. Boypen then went home, and 
on the following day (March 11th,) he reported the affair to 
Horace James, Assistant Superintendent B. R. F. and A. 
L. for Pitt County. Mr. James investigated the case and 
made a report of it to Captain F. A. Seery, Superintend- 
ent of the Eastern District, North Carolina. 

On the 25th of March a dead body was found floating in 
the river about one hundred yards from the place where 
the shooting occurred. ‘This body was recognized as that 
of Atspury Reev. It was then put into a coffin and de- 
cently buried. 

These are the facts connected with the case, compiled 
from the statements of all persons, white and black, who 
know anything of the affair, and vouched for by the sworn 
testimony of Samvuet Grimes and Sreruey WILsoy, colored 
laborers on the farm where the case occurred. ‘The testi- 
mony of these men I took in full, and herewith inclose.

The Commissioners have but little to say respecting af- 
fairs at Kinston. 

“On the 2d inst., we all left Newbern for Goldsborough, 
and on the way stopped at Kinston long enough to learn 
that Captain WHEELER, agent for the Bureau at that point, 
is engaged in working a large plantation on his own ac- 
count, and employs thereon quite a number of freedmen.” 

They learned one fact respecting which it is sufficient to 
say that Captain WHEELER is not in the Military service 
of the United States, and was only a few days agent of the 
Bureau at Kinston, during the interval between the mus- 
ter-out of one officer and the assignment of another. 
Having been previously in the service, and being known 
as a loyal man, he was requested to take charge of that 
sub-district temporarily. 

The next subject reported on is as follows: 

[Here follow the charges against Chaplain Gravis. } 

Mr. Giavis has been more bitterly opposed and abused 
than any officer in the Department. On one occasion he 
was threatened with mob violence for defending the char- 
acter of lady teachers of freedmen who had been assailed 
in the public prints. Henfay have acted in some instances 
rashly, but he has shown great energy and diligence in 
the diccharze of his Anties, and his honesty I have had no 





reason to doubt. All the Government property transferred 
to him has been properly accounted for, and the retained 
copies of vouchers could have been seen by the Commis- 
sioners in his office. ‘The clothing entrusted to him by the 
Freedmen’s Aid Society consisted in .part of blankets 
marked U. 8., and was disposed of, ashe states, by author- 
ity of the Secretary of that Society, Mr. Esris. 

. In confirmation of this statement, I find in the National 
Freedmen, published in New York, an acknowledgment of 
receipts from Mr. Guavis, and a letter from him, stating 
that he had made sales of clothing from time to time at 
nominal prices. 

_ The cash receipts of Mr. Guavis are found on examina- 
tion to have been $281 92 on account of the Freedmen’s 
Aid Society, and $126 50 in fines and fees on account of the 
Bureau, which latter sum was paid into the treasury of the 
Bureau in full. ‘The mistake of the Commissioners seems 
to have arisen from confounding the two accounts. 
one is from a letter dated Goldsborough, May 


“ Loyal men here, among whom are those who in the 
Union Army opposed the Rebellion, agree that much praise 
is due to the officers in charge of the Bureau affairs 
throughout the State, and especially to Chaplain GLavis, 
the agent at this place, who, under trying circumstances, 
has brought order out of chaos, and supplanted with confi- 
dence and comparative comfort thedoubt and abject suffer- 
ing among the freedmen, nothwithstanding the fact that 
some of his measures and decisions may not have been in 
accordance with the criminal code of North Carolina 
enacted during the Rebellion. We regard Chaplain Guavis 
as an intelligent, energetic, and faithful officer. With 
great respect, your obedient servants. 

“Day & VANnDERBURG, employing forty freedmen, work- 
ing to entire satisfaction ; Gzorcz Manow, Chief of Po- 
lice; T. T. Hottowx.1, Mayor; N. T. Perxis, Minis- 
ter Society of Friends, native of the county ; Jonn Ron. 
soN, Postmaster; EH. Hotzanp, Deputy Sheriff; C. G. 
Perkins, formerly a prisoner at Salisbury.” 

“**T \fully concur in the opinions expressed above con- 
cerning the vonduct and intentions of Chaplain Gravis.

The Commissioners finally reach the Wilmington 
agents. 

In an official paper forwarded to your office, May 18th, 
Major WickeRrsHAm writes as follows :

Sir:—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your communication of the 16th insi., calling my attention 
to an official report of Generals SteepMAN and FULLERTON 
to the Secretary of War, in which they state that I “ex- 
‘ plained to them the manner in which I compelled freed- 
“men to fulfill their contracts, by placing a ball and chain 
‘upon them, and forcing them to work in the streets of 
“Wilmington.” In reply, I would respectfully make the 
following report, viz: ‘That I have not had in my pos- 
session, nor have I seen since I have been in Wilmington, 
a ball and chain. In no instance has a freedman been put 
upon the chain-gang for refusing to comply with contracte, 
either from the plantation in which I am interested, or 
from any others. I have no recollection of having made 
the “ explanation alluded to,” or no mention of or allusion 
to “ chain-gangs,” or balls and chains, was made by either 
of these gentlemen or myself during my examination be- 
fore them.

The difficulty of enforcing compliance with contracts on 
the part of freedmen was felt by planters to be very serious. 
Many applications were made to me to issue some order on 
the subject. Accordingly, the following paragraph was in- 
corporated into my circular No. 1, Current Series, dated 
Raleigh N. C., Feb: 16, 1866: : 

“II. The great majority of freedmen having now en- 
tered into voluntary contracts with employers for the cur- 
rent year, every effort will be made to insure a faithful dis- 
charge of the obligations assumed. Complaints against 
employers will be carefully investigated, and fraud or un- 
kind treatment will be justly punished. Freedmen who 
violate their contracts by leaving their employers without 
good cause, will be arrested, tried and by fines, 
imprisonment or involuntary labor upon the public roads 
or in work-houses for correction, where such are established. 
They should be taught everywhere that voluntary labor is 
manly and honorable, and that compulsory labor is 
enforced only as a punishment for crime” 

Before it was published this ciroular was referred to the 
Department Commander, who expressed to me in person 
his approbation. 

It is greatly to the credit of the freedmen that in but 
very few instances has it been to make arrests 

for yiolation of contracts. The only piace, so far as I have

“in streets.”” [Cries of “ Not so,” “ No, no,”’ from all 

parts of the house. 

“Nixson.—I have never heard of one instance of the 
kind.” 

The concluding remarks of the “report,” under the 
heads of “ Evils of the system” and “ Arbitrary power of 
“the Bureau,” contain conjectures rather than facts. It is 
not charged, but hinted, that the Assistant Commissioner 
has made “ the most stringent labor regulations,” and has 
attempted to “secure a low rate of wages, to the great 
“detriment of freedmen’”’ 

Were this true it would be difficult to see how such action 
would bring them into “ competition with the citizens who 
“are employing freedmen.”” But the facts are directly 
the reverse of these hints. ‘Though importuned by citizens 
to make labor regulations and to fix the rates of wages, I 
have steadily refused to issue any orders on that subject 
beyond the requirements that freedmen should be taught 
everywhere the nature and obligations of contracts, The 
rate of wages, it has been constantly affirmed, must be 
governed by the law of supply and demand. In some parts 
of the State labor ‘is worth more than in other sections. 
No rule or order would be just to all sections alike. 

As to the “ Arbitrary power of the Bureau,” it need only 
to be said that it is military power, which can never be 
justified except upon the plea of necessity. The single in- 
stance of arbitrary power adduced is the imposition of a 
fine of $25 on a freedman for stabbing another freedman. 
Tt seems to be intimated that the sentence is inadequate to 
the offence. The freedman Atxktnson, however, appealed 
to me on the ground that the punishment was too severe. 
I wrote to him that in my judgment the sentence was not 
unjustly severe. In general, the “report’’ of Generals 
SreepMan and Fvuiierron does not exhibit with any fair- 
ness the “ workings of the Freedmen’s Bureau’’ in this 
Department. 

They made neither a “ thorough” nor an “ impartial in- 
“‘vestigation.”” They visited only six (6) of the forty-one 
(1) districts and sub-districts under the charge of this Bu- 

ureau. They made no inquiries respecting its finances or 
the Government property in its possession. They say 
nothing about more than $2,000,000 worth of abandoned 
lands, which were held for a season and restored to their 
owners. 

They make no mention of more than ten thousand (10- 
000) cases of “ difficulty between freedmen or freedmen and 
“ whites” that have been adjusted. They give no credit 
to the officers who have found employment for many thou- 
sands of destitute refugees, and homes for many hundreds 
of orphans, and medical attendance and comforts for more 
than 20,000 persons. They say nothing of the protection 
and assistance afforded in organizing and maintaining 121 
schools with 152 teachers and 10,606 scholars. 

The real work of the Bureau which has taxed the energy 
and the patience of all connected with it to the utmost, 
they pass by unnoticed, and direct their entire efforts to 
the discovery of faults; and after all of their fancied dis- 
coveries, they make no distinct and open charges, but con- 
tent themselves with insinuations and conjectures which 
seem intended to defame officers whose record has hitherto 
been ‘honorable, and who, in no respect are inferior to the 
“Commissioners” but in rank. 

As the charge recommended in the conclusion of the 
“report” has already been ordered, I will only say that 
my earnest desire is that it may greatly increase the 
efficiency and usefulness of the Freedmen's Bureau.

BREECH-LOADING MUSKETS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Str:—It may not be uninteresting to your readers to 
learn that Atven’s breech-loading musket has recently 
been put in fhe hands of Regular troops, to be practically 
tested, and that this weapon is the old Springfield rifle 
musket altered into a breech-loading arm. 

in February last, the commanding officer of the Second 
battalion, Twelfth U. S. infantry, applied for a change of 
arms, and asked that the best breech-loading arm the Ord- 
nance Department had might be issued to his battalion. 
This application was approved by Major-General Terry, 
commanding the Department of Virginia, and soon a reply 
was received through the Adjutant-General’s Office, from 
the Chief of Ordnance, to the effect that some Springfield 
muskets were being altered to breech-loaders, for metallic- 
primed cartridges, and that the Department was anxious to 
put these arms into the hands of reliable troops for trial as 
soon as possible. Accordingly, one hundred of these 
breech-loaders were issued to the officer making the appli- 
cation, on the condition that he would have them thor- 
oughly tested. The guns were divided equally among the 
four companies of the Second battalion, Twelfth U. 8. in- 
fantry, at Petersburg, Va., and tested by a competitive 
target practice between the companies. The reward pro- 
posed being the possession of the guns themselves, by the 
two companies making the better mean firings. This tar- 
get practice lasted six weeks continuously. The result of 
the test has been officially reported by the battalion com- 
mander. Without stating the recommendations of the re- 
port, or attempting to anticipate what the action of the 
War De ent may he on the subject, I give you simply 
the results of this experfment. 

First, Out of four thousand rounds fired but one cart- 
ridge (the metallic percussion) missed fire. 

Second, Only three guns were in any way injured, and 
but one unfitted for use. The weak part was the same in 
each gun, and the fault can be easily corrected and the 
weapon speedily repaired. 

Third, The gun fires with great force to the greatest 
distance tried—five hundred yards—and with great accu- 
racy atone hundred and fifty yards and three hundred 

rds 


yards. 

In target firing, the rules laid down in the “ Manual of 
“ Rifle Practice,” supplied by the War Department, were 
followed—that is, the average of line shots was taken at 
one hundred and fifty yards, the mean of the best com- 
pany (at headquarters) firing was 10.94 inches, with 
ALLEN’s patent, against a mean of 12.45 of the same com- 
pany with the old Springfield musket. 

At three hundred the mean of the best company (Com- 
pany A, Second battalion) was 17.95 inches, and the gen- 
eral mean for all the firings, at both distances, was 14.35 
inches. The general mean of the worst company at these 
firings was 15.277 inches. 

At five hundred yards neither the Springfield rifle mus- 
ket, nor the altered weapon, fired with satisfactory accu- 
racy. This was also the experience of many officers with 
the former weapon in the late'war. 

The men have learned to load these guns very rapidly, 
and to keep them in very creditable order. It is but fair 
to state that the greater accuracy in the firing with the 
new Weapon must, in part, be attributed to the superiority 
of the metallic cartridge. The powder in the paper cart- 
ridges, after a time, begins to lose its strength. In the 
metallic cartridges, however, the powder seems to retain 
its power even when it is much exposed to dampness. But 
the chief merit of the gun is its great simplicity. It can 
be loaded and fired with wonderful rapidity. It never 
misses fire. It is easily cleaned, and less liable to break- 
age than the unaltered Springfield, because it is simpler in 
its construction. This may seem a rather striking asser- 
tion, but it is founded on actual experience. After any 
long-continued firing with the Springfield musket a large 
number of guns are always damaged by the breaking of 
cones, mainsprings, seresprings, etc. But, in the recent ex- 
periments, the new guns were not found liable to these ac- 
cidents, although they jwere all fired an average of iurty 
rounds. 

Let us hope that these experiments will be continued 
until some rifle is demonstrated to be the best, and that 
that gun will be made the service weapon of our Regular 
infantry. EXPERIMENT. 








THE LATE LIEUTENANT-COMMANDER M. P. 
JONES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Srr :—In a recent number of the Jovrnat, is a memorial 
notice of the late Lieutenant-Commander'M. P. Jones, 
U.S.N., an appreciative tribute of respect that can be but 
gratifying to all friends of the deceased.

Early in the 
year 1865, while preparations were being made for the ai- 
tack upon the Rebel defences of Mobile, the Pocahontas was 
undergoing repairs at New Orleans. Captain Jonzs volun- 
teered for duty in one of the river iron-clads detailed for 
service in Mobile Bay, and was assigned to command of 
the Aickapoo. Hecontinued in command of her during all 
the subsequent arduous and harassing service in Mobile 
Bay and in Blakeley River, and,in company with other 





vessels, finally went through the Tensaw and Spanish 
| River Channels, and took up an anchorage off the City of 
Mobile on the 13th of April of that year. Some weeks 
| after the capture of Mobile, the Kickapoo was towed to 
| New Orleans, and Captain Jones, after laying her up there, 
was assigned to the command of the iron-clad Cincinnati, in 
| Mobile Bay. On a further reduction of the squadron, 
| shortly after, he proceeded in the Cincinnati to New 
Orleans, where she was put out. of commission. Captain 
Joxzs was then placed in command of the gunboat Pem- 
bina, a vessel greatly in need of repairs, and with one 





engine, after an anxious succeeded in reaching 
Reread Seats Very soon the Pembina was put 
out of commission, Captain Jones was ordered for service to 
the Navy-Yard at Washington, there closing the career of 
an officer, intelligent, zealous and conscientious in the dis. 
charge of duty—of a Christian gentleman, respected and 
beloved by friends in the service and in civil life—one 
whose death must be mourned as a loss to the Navy and 
a country, and an irreparable bereavement to all personal 
riends. & 








THE SPANISH FLEET AT CALLAO. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Str :—We are well on our way to San Francisco, and ex. 
pect to get there about the 10th or 17thofJuly. We have 


just witnessed a great battle betwoen the Peruvians and 


the formidable Spanish Squadron, wherein the Peruvians 
have come out the victors. On the morning of May 24, 
at 11 a. m., the Spanish fleet commenced to movo into po. 
sition in two divisions, the Admiral’s ship, the iron-clad 
frigate Numancha taking the lead, followed by the frigates 
Blance, Almansa and Constitution. The second division wag 
composed of the following vessels, the Buenguilla, Vila L, 
Madrid, Resolution and the gunboat Vencedoici. At 12.15 
the Peruvians opened fire on the Numancha, when a general 
engagement took place all along the line. At 12.45 the 
Villa De Madrid, the largest frigate in the world, was dis. 
abled. At 1, the Buenguilla was disabled, and compelled 
to haul out of action. At 1.30 a magazine on shore blew 
up, killing the Secretary of, War and five men. At 1.45 
the Resolution was compelled to haul off, with her flag at 
half-mast, supposed her captain killed. The fight then 
became exciting, the Peruvians firing at the Nwmancha as 
though they were determined to destroy her. At 4.45 the 
Spanish fleet hauled off, badly whipped, the Peruvians * 
firing at them very briskly as they retreated. The loss on 
the Spanish side js very heavy. As far as we could learn, 
their list of killed and wounded is not less than 300. Ad- 
miral Mexpez Nunez was dangerously wounded. The 
Villa De Madrid had 19 men killed and 20 wounded by one 
shot aione striking her in the bow, traversing the whole 
length of the gun-deck and cutting the main steam-pipe. 
She had to be towed out of action. The frigate Buenguilla 
had a 300-pounder Armstrong shot enter below the water- 
line, tearing away a place some three feet wide. She 
hauled off in a sinking condition, and by the smoke that 
poured out of gun-deck ports should judge she was on fire. 
Another frigate, the Resolution, hauled off, but I could not 
find out what damage she had sustained. ‘The iron-clad 
.Vumancha had some very severe marks on her hull. One 
shot, a 68-pounder, entered the armor below the water-line, 
into the wood backing, and dropped out again. As far as 
could be seen, she was severely handled. It will be a 
severe blow to Spain at this present moment. 

The loss on shore was very little—15 killed and 20 wound- 
ed. Most of the killed and wounded was from their own 
carelessness. The blowing-up of the magazine was caused 
by one of their own people rolling a percussion Armstrong 
shell from the magazine. It exploded, and immediately 
communicated with the loose powder. There were but 30 
guns worked on the Peruvian side against 200 of the Span- 
ish. The nearest place at which the Spanish fleet can re- 
pair is at Acapulco. The Peruvians are rejoicing at their 
victory. One of the torpedo boats—of which they have 
some five or six not quite finished—attempted, on the same 
night, to destroy the Vinancha, but was seen by the picket- 
boat of the fleet, and had to abandon the attempt. What 
they may have done since I cannot say, as we left the next 
day for Rinta, where we arrived on the 6th, and, after coal- 
ing, left the next morning, on the 7th, making the passage 
to Panama in five days. 

Everybody in the squadron is well. 
for San Francisco about the 20th or 24th.

A CONVERSATION WITH GENERAL SCOTT. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sm :—The following is the substance of a conversation 
at an interview with Licutenant-General Scorv, had by 
appointment, April 15, 1865, at the Hoffman House, eor- 
ner of Twenty-fifth street and Broadway, New York City. 

Lieutenant George Warts, of the United States Dra- 
goons, major by courtesy, was my aide-de-camp during 
the campaign of 1814. He was of a very affectionate na- 
ture and a very brave man—it might be said, the bravest 
ofthe brave. He looked very like Puitip Kearny, his 
nephew, likewise, subsequently, my aide-de-camp. If one 
man is more brave than another, Putriep Kearny was 
that man. He was the bravest man I ever knew, anda 
perfect soldier. 

Lieutenant Gzorcte Warts, my aid, saved my life the 
morning before the battle of Chippewa. The circum- 
stances are as follows: At the :nouth of Street's Creek, 
which empties into the Niagara River, immediately ad- 
jacent to the battle-field of July 5th, stood a house, occu- 
pied by a Mrs. Street. As there were no males belong- 
ing to her family, she had applied to me for protection, 
and I had given her a safeguard, which was perfectly re- 
spected, and she made money by selling milk and different 
articles to the American troops. She invited me to break- 
fast with her, and I accepted the invitation. I had just 
prepared my first cup of coffee, and was about to raise it 
to my mouth, when I experienced the truth of the proverb 
that “there is many a slip twixt the cup and the lip.” 
My aid, Grorce Warts, perspiting very freely, had risen 
from the table and stepped across the room to another 
table, near the window, to get his pockethandkerchief out 
of his dragoon helmet or casque which he had previously 
placed there. My cocked hat lay upon the same table, and 
I lost it in consequence. Looking out of the window, he 
turned to me and said, quietly but significantly, “In three 
“minutes the house will be surrounded by Indians!” I 
set down my untasted coffee, rushed trom the room, cleared 
the piazza and steps at one bound, and ran “ like a man” 
for the bridge which communicated with our own side of 
the seam. Thus Greorcz Warrs, by his promptness, 





saved my life, for the whole thing had been arranged by 
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Senset with the intention of murdering and scalping 
me. Sho had given the signal by waving something from 
the house as soon as we had sat down to reakfast. 

The same night, after my victory at Chippowa, I made 
Mrs. Street's house our hospital, and its rooms and the 
courtyard, in which I had caused tents to be pitched, were 
filled with our wounded. When I visited the house I 
found the treacherous woman and her daughter, a very 
pretty person, engaged in attending to the wants of the 
wounded British officers in the second story. — I saw the 
jatter carrying refreshments to a wounded British officer to 
whom she was engaged to be married. As she had been 
moving through the rooms filled with blood from injuries 
and amputations, her dress was completely drenched to the 
knee. Both mother and daughter avoided catching my 
eye, and I avoided any attempt to make them catch mine; 
for they were women, and, as such, I could not feel ven- 
geance, although they had attempted to compass my death. 
AsIsaid before, upon this occasion I owed my life to 
Lieutenant Watts. 

Lieutenant Warts was the youngest son of Joux Watts 
of New York. I remember perfectly the funeral of Ron- 
ert WATTS, a remarkably handsome man, tho last surviv- 
ing son of Mr. Warts. It was a cold March day, with 
alittle snow on the ground, which had partially thawed. 
Nevertheless, the two oldest gentlemen present, Mr. Wartrs 
and Governor Lewis, wore no great, or overcoats or cloaks, 
neither overshoes.

In my opinion Narotron Bonaparte, unquestionably, 
was the greatest general of modern times; still /'repenic 
was a man of the greatest genius and of inflexible charac- 
ter. He can compare with any general of modern times. 

Marshal Saxe was the greatest general of his peiod. 
His “ Reveries” were sparks thrown off by genius. 

Hocue had true genius for war. Had he lived he would 
have been equal to any yeneral of his day. He accom- 
plished as much by his moderation and gentleness as he did 
by his force and soldiership. Witness his pacification of 
LaVendee. 

For scientific war no one has exceeded Desarx. 
so excelled in the handling of troops. 

Napotron had unbounded confidence in Massena as a 
commander-in-chief. Sovu.r was the best strategist of Na- 
poLEoN’s subordinates; Ney was the best for execution. 
Massena stood next to Soutt as a strategist and next to 
Ney as an executive officer, but in the combination of their 
peculiar qualities he excelled both. 

Greene was by far the best general of our revolutiona- 
ry war. 

The morale of troops is in proportion to their discipline. 
Old treops possess more than new. Such was the case in 
our old Canada army, certainly in my army in Mexico.

INTERNATIONAL COURTESIES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Stmr:—I desire to call the attention of the proper 
authorities, through the columns of your paper, to the 
apparent want of courtesy shown by our military authori- 
ties in this port to foreign ships. 

In all other countries, and I think all other ports of our 
own country, when a foreign man-of-war anchors in the 
harbor and salutes the flag, the salute is returned imme- 
diately, without any further preliminaries, by a battery on 
shore. Here it seems to be the custom to require a foreign 
vessel to send a boat to Governor’s Island to notify the 
authorities that the salute is about to be fired. It certainly 
seems reasonable that we should conform to the etiquette 
common throughout the world, especially in this one 
principal port where we have so many foreign war ships. 

The navy regulation requires that our own vessels 
saluting a port shall “ be assured that gun for gun will be 
“given in return;” but this is taken for granted, and the 
talutes are always promptly returned. Tho usual course 
of proceeding being for the ship to salute as soon as possi- 
ble after having anchored. Cannot the evil be remedied ?

THE EUROPEAN ARMIES. 
[Army and Navy Gazette, May 12, 1866.] 

Tue Berlin correspondent of the Times has put down tho 
strength of Prussia in the field at 575,000, and observes 
that such a number is large for a population of 20,000,000. 
But the Northern States of America, from a population of 
thesame magnitude, put out a force nearly three times as 
great. The Prussian Army is composed of the Guard, and 
of eight corps d’armeé. The Guard consists of two divi- 
sions of infantry of two brigades each, and of one division 
of cavalry of two brigades. Each of the Army corps con- 
sists of two divisions of infantry and of one division of cav- 
alry, and each brigade consists of two regiments; and in 
all the Army of Prussia in its normal state is constituted of 
three divisions of the Guard, sixteen divisions of the line, 
and one division of inspection. To each corps d’armeé are 
attached one brigade of artillery, one battalion of chasseurs, 
one battalion of sappers, one battalion of military train. A 
regiment of infantry on the war footing -onsists of three 
battalions of four companies each, and is 3,029 strong with- 
out officers. A large number of the infantry are provided 
with breach-loading rifles, and the Prussians believe that | 
they are the best armed soldiery in the world. The cav- | 
alry consists of 32 squadrons of the Guard, or about 48,000 
men and horses in war time, and 168 squadrons of cavalry 
of the line, 25,000 strong, to which might be added 48 
squadrons of landwehr—a total of 60 regiments, making 
37,000 men. ‘The artillery consists of 1 brigade of the 
Guard and 8 brigades, and each brigade consists of a regi- 
ment of field artillery and a regiment of heavy artillery ; 
each regiment of field artillery has in war time 17 bat- 
teries, and the total number of guns which can be put in 
the field is 864. The total effective of the Prussian Army, 
including depots and garrisons, is 633,600, which may be 
augmented by the second levy of the landwehr to 743,000 
men. The fieet of Frussia consists of 85 vessels, carrying 


In her military organization Prussia is strong; in her 
actual stragetical condition she is weak. Her frontiers 
are extended, and her dominions in many places easy to 
be attacked and difficult to be defended. Her army is full 
of confidence; and although there are many young men 
in the ranks, it is no doubt a very capable, well-equipped 
force, and is led by generals of very considerable attain- 
ments. The weakness of Prussia, considered geographical- 
ly, would be plainly seen should’she make an offensive war, 
for, in case of invasion, her fortresses, which are of the 
highest order, would give her enormous advantages in re- 
sisting the progress of an aggressive force—and yet it is 
difficult to perceive, if war be made at all, how Prussia 
can avoid taking the initiative and attacking her formida- 
ble enemy. We do not think it would be quite as easy 
to get to Berlin as the Austrians are supposed to imagine, 
but such a result is more likely to be effected than the cap- 
ture of Vienna by the Prussians. The Prussian popula- 
tion is comparatively as compact and homogeneous as that 
of Austria is diverse and disunited. Austria contains 
37,000,000 people; but among them are nearly 3,000,000 
of Italians, 10,000,000 of Hungarians, and 5,000,000 or 
6,000,000 of Sclaves, Poles, Croats, and the like. Her 
army consists of 620,000 men, without the Guards; but it 
is not organized as effectively as that of Prussia, and does 
not present the same uniformity, and her artillery has 
just been subjected to embarrassing changes. 

Her fleet consists of sixty-one steamers (six iron-clads 
among them) and sailing vessels, carrying in all 1,100 guns, 
and manned by 12,000 sailors. The Austrian cavalry have 
had a high reputation, but it was dimmed by the mis- 
fortunes of the Italian campaign, and Benepex and other 
able generals are still under the shadow of Magenta and 
Solfetino, Opposed to Prussia and her allies, and aided by 
her own auxiliaries in Germany, Austria need be under no 
apprehension regarding the issue of the contest, if her 
armies be Jed with ordinary skill and prudence. In Italy 
the Quadrilateral is impregnable, but Venetia is weakness 
itself, unless the Italian fleet be driven out of the Adriatic. 
It does not seem possible to prevent such an occupation of 
the passes and communications as shall enable the com- 
mon enemy to establish themselves at Venetia, and throw 
a force between the defenders of the Quadrilateral and 
their base of operations and supplies. ‘The first step toward 
an open rupture will, in all probability, be made by Prussia 
pushing her troops across the Saxon frontier, in order to 
forestall the Austrians. Count Bismarx has called on the 
Commission of the Diet at Frankfort to fix a day for the 
mecting of a German Parliament, before which the ques- 
tion of the Duchies shall be argued, and by which it shall 
alone be determined, and is met by a demand for explana- 
tions of the policy of Prussia as a necessary antecedent. 
He has also summoned a new Prussian Parliament, and 
assumes such a dangerously constitutional and peaceful 
deportment that we must consider war more likely than 
ever. ‘lo meet the danger with which Saxony is menaced 
Austria has commenced to concentrate troops on the 
frontiers of Bohemia and of Silesia, so that Saxony may 
be entered from the north and south simultaneously, and 
become the battle-field of the two great rivals. ‘The 
Saxon army, which will join the Austrians if it be let, 
consists of 25,000 men, without first reserves, which, in a 
population of 2,300,000, may be estimated at 70,000 men. 
Bavaria will aid Saxony in case of invasion, and can put 
a formidable force into the field. Her army consists of 
160,000 infantry, 21,000 cavalry, 136 guns, 54,000 Jand- 
wehr on foot, and 2,500 horse landwehr, and we are in- 
formed that movements have already taken place to put 
the Bavarian troops on the north-eastern frontier en rapport 
with the Saxons, who are to occupy a line of positions in 
the mountainous country near the southern frontier. All 
Germany is quivering under the excitement of war, and 
distant States feel the influence of the passions of the 
hour. More than ever now is France the mistress of the 
situation.

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THE PARIS CONFERENCE. 

HE whole interest of the European question, at 
the date of our latest advices, centered in the 

proposed conference of the great Powers. It was 
not known when the A/rica sailed whether that con- 
ference would be held, as no response to the invitation 
sent out conjointly by France, England and Russia, 
had been received from Austria, without whose assent 
the conference would not assemble. That the assent 
of that Power would not be withheld was, however, 
considered so probable that the 5th of June was con- 
fidently named by the leading journals of France and 
England for the meeting of the representatives of the 
great Powers; and it was hoped that no outbreak of 
hostilities would occur until after that event had taken 
place. Meanwhile, there was no intermission of war- 
like preparations. Taking a lesson from the long de- 
fence of Richmond against the besieging army under 
GRANT, the Austrian Government has commenced the 
erection of a vast system of earthworks around Vienna, 
which, it is thought, will render that capital safe 
against any force which Prussia and Italy may be able 
to bring against, supposing that Austria acts merely 
on the defensive. Throughout Italy the greatest en- 
thusiasm prevails. Thousands of volunteers are 
flocking day by day to their rendezvous; and Gari- 
BALDI, who has accepted a General’s commission in 
the Italian Army, is reported to have left his retreat 
in Caprera for the scene of his future operations on 
the Adriatic coast. Little was known of the military 
preparations of France, owing to the strict silence on 
the subject maintained by the French press ; but, not- 
withstanding the assertion of the Moniteur de!’ Armeé, 
little doubt was entertained that Napo.eon III. was 
fully prepared to enter the contest whenever he saw 
his opportunity. 

So critical, indeed, was the position of affairs, and 
such was the embittered feeling of the antagonistic 
Powers, that an immediate outbreak of hostilities was 
considered not improbable. From the general tone of 
the European press, we judge that little hope was en- 
tertained of a pacific adjustment of the questions at 
issue ; for, should the conference assemble, it would 
_ be composed in part of the representatives of Cabinets 

which could yield nothing without yielding everything, 
for which they have advanced to the verge of a gigan- 
tic war, and in part of the representatives of Cabinets 
which distinctly avow their purpose to confine their 
efforts for the preservation of peace to moral argu- 
ments. It would, therefore, be useless to speculate 
on the probable results of that conference, but, it may 
be interesting to review the position of the several 
Powers, and note some of the difficulties that stand in 
the way of a peaceful settlement. 

_ It will be remembered that three propositions have 
been put forward, semi-officially, as the basis of the 
conference. These propositions are as follows : 

First, That the Schleswig-Holstein question be submitted to the 

decision of the inhabitants. 

Second, That the proposal presented by Prussia for a reform of the 

Federal Constitution be examined, in as far as it may relate to the 


equilibrium of Europe. 
Third, That Venetia be ceded to Italy for a certain compensation, 


Italy guaranteeing and recognizing the temporal sovereignty of the 
Pope within its present limits. The antagonistic powers will mair. 
tain their armaments during the sittings of the Congress. France, 
England and Russia will propose that all pending questions shall be 
discussed, including the Italian question. 

In the first of these propositions Prussia is most 
nearly concerned ; in the third, Austria, and it was 
feared that neither Power would be willing to yield 
anything for the sake of peace. Under the bold and 
audacious leadership of Count Bismark, who, what- 
ever his faults, is now undoubtedly the leading states- 
man of Europe, Prussia sees almost within her 
grasp the realization of her ancient ambition to be- 
come a Naval power. It was not for the sake of ter- 
Titorial aggrandizement alone that Bismark, after 
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forcing the other German powers to join with Prussia 
in the conquest of the Duchies, brought on the quarrel 
with Austria, in respect to the ownership of the ter- 
ritory wrested from Denmark ; he wanted a free out- 
let to the Atlantic, which could only be secured by 
having absolute control of the Duchies. The port of 
Jahdebusen, obtained by purchase from Hanover, 
though commodious and well adapted to Naval pur- 
poses, was subject, on account of its isolation from 
Prussian territory, to serious objections in time of 
war. It could be reached by land only by passing 
through foreign territory, and a vigorous blockade 
would shut Prussia off from all access to her only port. 
By securing possession of the Duchics, she would ob- 
tain control of the magnificent harbor of Kiel on the 
Baltic Sea, connecting with the North Sea at Toenning 
Eider river and the Eider ship canal, now in process 
of completion. This would give her a splendid 

Naval depot at Friedrichstadt or Toenning on Prus- 
sian territory, connected by water and railway with the 
rest of the Prussian kingdom. It is doubtful whether 
Count Bismark will consent, for the sake of peace, 

to any proposition involving the surrender or any 
material curtailment of these immense advantages. 

To do so would be an acknowledgment of failure in 

the grand ambition of his life, and would probably be 

the signal for his displacement from power. 

If we turn to Austria we shall find that difficulties 
equally great lie inthe way of her acceptance of the 
third proposition. Setting aside the proverbial obsti- 
nacy of the Hapsburgs (which, however, is not so 
easily set aside), Austfia clings with traditional 
tenacity to the old German axiom that the valley of 
the Adige and the passes of Southern Tyrol are the 
key tothe heart of Germany, and can never be suf- 
fered to pass under the control of another nationality. 
It was in pursuance of this policy that Francis Jo- 
SEPH, in the treaty of Villafranca, insisted that the 
boundary line between Italy and Austria should be 
drawn to the west of the Mincio, and would have con- 
tinued hostilities rather than surrender the great 
fortresses of the Quadilateral. It is true, that Italy 
might urge with force that she was in greater need of 
security against attacks from Germany, than Germany 
was against attacks from the South ; but, on the other 
hand, Austria fears that the surrender of her northern 
Italian provinces, might lead to that of other non- 
Austrian territory onthe Adriatic--a process that would 
soon shut her off from the sea and make her a mere 
inland power, like Wurtemberg and Bavaria. The 
proposal to compensate her for the cession of Venetia 
by Silisia, or an accession of territory on the lower 
Danube, is justly regarded by Francis JosEpn as 
compensation inform only. The addition of these 
bits of land to his possessions, would be nothing to 
the loss suffered by letting Venetia go. Yet, as both 
the French and English journals point out, if the ces- 
sion of Venetia is not to be considered at the Confer- 
ence, that body might as well not assemble. 


So far, then, as the German Cabinets are con- 
cerned, war appears to be inevitable. But another 
element of the problem remains to be considered, and 
that is, the dangerous temper of the Prussian people 
and army. The Prussians are, undeniably, opposed 
to making war on Austria. They have no interest 
at stake to be subserved by war. The enthusiasm 
which they exhibited in the war for the Duchies was 
not of Prussian but of German origin. They wanted 
the Duchies to enter the Confederation as an inde- 
pendent State, under its legitimate sovereign. Its 
ports and harbors were to be German, not Prussian ; 
the great naval power which they saw in expectation 
was to be that of a vast German nationality. They 
have no sympathy with BisMARK's narrow ambition 
for Prussian supremacy. And, as the Duchies are 
already in possession of the German Powers, the 
Prussians see no necessity for further war. If we may 
judge by what appears in German newspapers, the 
calling out of the Reserves in Prussia has already 
created an alarming amount of disaffection among the 
people. In proof of this we quote the following from 
a letter in the Rhenish Gazette, dated Dortmond, 
May 17th : 

To-day have passed through this place a number of men of the 
landwehr and the reserve of the battalion of Iserlohn. The laws on 
the press do not permit us to relate the sentiments which animate these 
soldiers. Bvt here are some facts which will enable you to judge. At 
the railway station they tore a gate off its hinges and threw it on the 
rails ; inthe waiting-room and atthe luggage office they smashed 
fifty-six large squares of glass, to repeated cries against Bismark. 'The 





servants of the company, the proprietor of the refreshment rooms, 








-and the waiters did not dare to refuse them anything, whén they de. 
manded it with these words, “I say, Brsmarx ;” for those who 
spoke thus had at the same time their faces inflamed with anger, ang 

This state of feeling has peculiar significance from 
the fact that the Prussian Army is a popular organ. 
ization, answering more to our Volunteer Army than 
to the standing armies of France or Russia, and that 
it sympathizes intensely with the popular sentiment. 

Somewhat similar influences are also at work jp 
Austria. The Hungarians, already dissatisfied with 
the attitude of the Imperial Government toward 
them, will furnish a tempting field to Italian emis 
sari.- Indeed, it is rumored that Kossurs jg qj. 
ready at work among them in the interest of Italy. 
We doubt whether the Hungarian troops could be 
relied on to keep down the Italians in Venetia, oy 
Italian troops to keep down a revolution in Hungary. 

These considerations may induce the Cabinets of 
Prussia and Austria to yield some of their preten- 
sions. Qn no other grounds can we see any reason to 
hope for a peaceful adjustment of the questions which, 
if it assembled, were this week brought before the 
Conference. 








THE FENIAN FIASCO. 


THE PREsIDENT’s proclamation, followed, as it 
has been so quickly, by the arrest of the Fenian 
leaders, has, doubtless, at last convinced the war- 
like Celts of the utter hopelessness of their move- 
ment against Canada. They no longer have the 
Canadians alone to contend with, but are defy- 
ing the power of the United States. Not that this 
has not all along been the case, but the disagreeable 
fact now presents itself in such a shape that they have 
no further excuse for self-deception. The proclama- 
tion is one clearly demanded by our own good faith. 
It could not have been much longer delayed ; yet it is 
difficult to see how it could have been sooner issued. 
The PREsIDENT has no power to deal with mere 
inferences against the Fenians, and can only take cog- 
nizance of overt acts in violation of our neutrality 
laws. The difficulty of dealing with mere presumptive 
evidence was a continual source of embarrassment to 
us in contending with our Rebellion, and was the ex- 
cuse urged by the British Government for their failure 
to protect us from the illegal acts of their citizens in 
violation of neutrality. But we owe it to ourselves to 
exert our utmost effort to secure obedience to our laws 
Whatever his opinion of the claims of the Cana- 
dians upon our good will, no public official can fail to 
recognize his duty to his oath of office, which leaves 
him no alternative but the enforcement of the laws. 
And as it is clear that the Fenians have no possible 
chance of success without they are permitted to vio- 
late our laws with impunity, and as it is impossible 
for us to permit that, it is no less charitable to them 
than honorable in itself that we promptly put a stop 
to efforts which can only result in useless bloodshed, 
and multiply victims for the halter. 

So far as this Fenian movement against Canada 
has developed itself, it exhibits no evidence of such 
unity of plan as could alone elevate it above a worse 
than useless raid, like the one which the Canadians 
suffered to vex us at St. Albans. To be of any mili- 
tary value, the movement from the vicinity of Buffalo 
should have been in immediate cooperation with a 
corresponding movement on some more vital point, to 
which this would serve as a diversion. And to fulfil 
this purpose even, it should have been vigorously fol- 
lowed up, as it could have been had the Fenians 
shown a determination of purpose at all in keeping 
with the vigor of their first assault. As it is, they 
suffered a disaster which gave the Canadians time to 
direct to the defence of other points the attention 
which should have been diverted here. Doubtless, 
Sweeney and his party had some purpose of direct- 
ing their main attack against a point further to the 
East, and it may be that such a plan is already 
developing itself, as the Fenians so loudly hint. But 
in any case it comes too late—the opportunity has 
passed. The Canadian authorities have had full 
warning, and have been given opportunity for concen- 
tration, and our own authorities are in codperation 
with them. How could these insane men hope under 
the best of circumstances to secure the concentration at 
any one point of a force sufficient to accomplish any- 
thing which would elevate their attack to the dignity 
of warfare! They could escape the vigilance of the 
officials on this side of the border only by passing to 
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‘the frontier in unarmed and unorganized squads, : as 


they did. And how could they expect to organize 
their indispensable commissariat ? to establish a safe 
base of operations, a depot of supplies, and to provide 
the material of war, which'they needed in such abund- 
ance? How were they to transport artillery, if they 
could obtain it, to maintain their hold on the positions 
they had taken? Where was their hope of cavalry, 
those eyes of an army, without which their progress 
must be slow and hesitating, when there was especial 
need of being bold and vigorous? Failure as it was, 
must have been a foregone conclusion, and it is only 
surprising that an officer of the military skill and ex- 
perience of General SwrENey should have Ween so 
misled by the idea of success. 

Thoroughly united, and under efficient leaders, the 
Fenian organization unquestionably had force and en- 
thusiasm enough to make a movement against Panada 
sufficiently formidable to call out whatever sythpathy 
they may have had among the Canadians themselves. 
But to make this sympathy available it was necessary 
to at once secure such a foothold in Canada as would 
save their adherents from the disagreeable results of 
unsuccessful insurrection. Not even Irishmen can be 
expected to rush tumultuously to the aid of a cause 
foredoomed to failure, and where the penalty of failure 
is the halter. The whole hope of Fenianism was in 
union, and they kave started with division and discord ; 
and their warfare with divided counsels has been no 
better than murder and suicide. It is again demon- 
strated that the Celtic spirit can never hope to be any- 
thing more than a sentiment; can never organize 
into a nationality. If these men are Irishmen how 
can they expect sympathy from a country whose soil 
they disturb with war, and whose neutrality they 
forcibly violate? If they are Americans what business 
have they with the regeneration of Ireland by force 
of arms ? 





THE words ‘‘ traitor’’ and ‘‘ loyal” have been for 
five years the best-abused words in the English lan- 
guage. They remind one of the famous definition of 
orthodoxy and heterodoxy. And really the standard 
cannot be very positive when we find the PresiIpENT 
branding the leaders of the Opposition as traitors, 
and the Opposition, dissatisfied that the PrREsIDENT 
has left them—no matter how honestly he may feel 
convinced of his duty to change his associations— 
abusing him like a pick-pocket, as a ‘‘ traitor to his 
“party.’’ The same is true of the word loyal. The 
“ Copperheads ”’ so-called, were once generally regard- 
ed as disloyal. But surely it is they who are now 
“loyal” and the ‘‘ radicals” who are ‘“* disloyal ’— 
provided we adopt the standard of loyalty which the 
latter fixed and insisted upon, all through the war, 
namely, that of ‘‘supporting the administration.” The 
other day, we saw a well-known Copperhead (one of 
those who are proud of the title) rallying a friend of 
the opposite political stripe on their changed fortunes. 
“T am, at length,’’ said he jocosely, ‘‘ one of the 

most loyal of men—what is it you say of my leader ? 
‘*__* faithful among the faithless found.’ That is 
“what Iam. And whatare youdoing now? Oppos- 
“ing the Administration! What is that but being a 

‘rebel in disguise ?” 

The fact is that we want some other standard of 
treason or of loyalty than that of truckling to the ac- 
cidental half-dozen Americans who may happen to 
have the highest positions for a few years, and after- 
ward may sink as low in popular esteem as any of the 
living ex-Presidents. If fine words butter no parsnips, 
neither do coarse ones. It is very easy to fling round 
loosely the terms “‘ rebel,’’ ‘‘ traitors,”’ and ‘‘ treason,” 
especially when they do not apply to any of our per- 
sonal friends. But sometimes they return to plague 
the inventor. We find ourselves shaking hands and 
treating like honorable gentlemen men whom we once, 
rightly or wrongly, declared to be traitor 





In spite of the increase of mortality among the 
fighting portion of our population during the past five 
years, there can be no question that we are to-day 
better prepared to enter upon a long and exhaustive 
war, so far as mere numbers is concerned, than we 
were at the outbreak of the Rebellion. To say nothing 
of the natural increase of population, from ‘the single 
source of. emigration we have received in the one 
year since the close of the war, able-bodied men enough 
to more than make good the waste of the longest and 
most bloody of all our campaigns, that of 1864-’5. In 
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the five dials of this year tiie have been received 
at the port of New York not less than 92,300 emi- 
grants, of whom far more than an average proportion 
are fit material for soldiers. The emigration of 1865 
was 196,347, and of the year ending June 1, 1866, 
240,422. At the rate of increase thus far exhibited, 
it will be for 1866, 375,000. We present these figures, 
not for the purpose of congratulating ourselves upon 
our ability to enter upon the career of conquest which 
foreign writers have marked out for us as the legitimate 
result of our war, but as an answer to those who have 
cyphered our ruin from the statistics of the last five 
years. War has not been altogether an exhausting 
process; no more than effort in any form is simply 
exhausting. This is its first effect, but the healthy 
constitution recovers quickly from the prostration, to 
develop increased activity and power. It is only the 
constitution, weakened by age or undermined by ex- 
cess, that yields to the exhaustion of effort. And so 
it is only those nations which have passed their prime 
that suffer permanently from war. With those in the 
full tide of vigorous life, it serves to quicken the ener- 
gies and ensure a more powerful development than 
before. There is a vast reserve of strength in every 
vigorous nation, which nothing but the urgent need 
of effort can call forth ; but, once employed, it con- 
tributes new forces to the national life which continues 
their operation, in some measure, long after the occa- 
sion which called them into special exercise has 
passed away. In this country, which so powerfully 
attracts the most vital elements of other nations, this 
influence is still further increased, so that even in the 
midst of our war we found the process of recuperation 
nearly keeping pace with the exhaustion of war. As 
matters stand to-day, there can be no question that 
the census cf 1870 will exhibit a condition, as com- 
pared with that of the previous decade, which will 
make it difficult for us to discover the traces of that 
terrible wasting of the national resources to which one 
half of the period was devoted. 





WE surely hope every encouragement, in the way of 
necessary appropriations, will be given to the Medical 
Department, to enable it to complete the proposed 
medical and surgical history of the war. The “ Cir- 
‘“fcular No. 6,’’ already given out, shows the purpose 
and scope of what is intended, and lays out a work 
which promises to be the most thorough and scientific 
attempt to classify and make of practical use the special 
facts of the war which has yet been planned. Great 
credit is due to our Medical Department for the 
patience and system which have rendered it possible 
to compile such a work. 

The history will not only record the triumphs of Amer- 
ican surgery, but will always remain as one of the most 
valuable additions ever made to the literature of the 
remedial art and to the science of the statistician. The 
Circular seems to have received more attention abroad 
than it has at home ; for the mass of our people are 
more intent on securing the fruits of the newly con- 
quered peace than in gathering the statistics and 
studying the special facts of the war that is past. 

Surgeon-General BARNEs cannot fail to read with 
pride the commendations which his plan has received 
from the leading medical officers of the European 
armies. They all await with interest the commence- 
ment of a work which promises to give so much that 
is valuable for study and reference. 








Now that the Fenian invasion of Canada is throw- 
ing into the hands of the British authorities large 
numbers of unfortunate prisoners, we shall, doubtless, 
have a striking exhibition of those principles of long- 
suffering and loving kindness which have been com- 
mended to our attention with such eloquence during 
the past few years. With all the diversity of opinion 
in England upon other questions relating to our Rebel- 
lion, there has been one point upon which British 
sentiment has atall times been strikingly harmonious. 
Whatever disputes there may have been in other mat- 
ters, there has been but one opinion as to the binding 
force of the divine law of charity upon us as a Chris- 
tian people in our dealings with our rebellious breth- 
ren. Viewing our struggle undisturbed by the fierce 
passions of the conflict, and moved only by the noble 
sentiment of our common Christianity, compassionate 
Mr. Bwit. has realized how much nobler is forgive- 
ness than revenge. Thata ‘‘ great and magnanimous 
‘people ’’ should be merciful in the hour of victory 
has seemed to him casy ; that they should demand no 


further sacrifices of blood, when the public safety was 
once secured, ‘was believed to be but just and right. 
We trust that he will not forget these teachings, 
now that so signal an opportunity for .practising them 
is presenting itself. They were forgotten in Jamaica ; 
but Jamaica is too far away to feel the full influence 
of the national sentiment, and, beside, something may 
be pardoned to weak-headed officials with i imagina- 
tions distempered by visions of the days’of ToussAINT 
L’Ouverture. But in Canada the men with whom 
the authorities have to deal are an organized body, 
following the recognized rules of warfare, and fighting 
under a flag which, to say the least, is historical. 
Their purposes and their plans are sufficiently ap- 
parent, and their character is sufficiently well known 
to leave no excuse for that blind terror which con- 
trolled at Jamaica. If they are defeated, as they 
doubtless will be, when the public safety is once as- 
sured, there will be full opportunity to deal with those 
who may fall into the hands of the Government with 
a deliberation giving the fullest opportunity for an 
exercise of that forbearance of which we have heard 
so much as applied to our own case. Let our good 
neighbors remember that it is in accordance with their 
teachings and their most earnest advice that our war 
has passed without a single example thus far of 
avengeful punishment. Nor can they show sufficient 
diversity in the two cases to afford them any just ex- 
cuse for a departure from those principles which they 
have urged upon us with such —— eloguence. 


THE daily newspapers tell us that during the ex- 
citement which followed the receipt of the news of 
the ‘‘ Fenian invasion” of Canada, a delegation of 
colored men presented themselves at the Roperts- 
SwEENEY headquarters in New York, and offered the 
services of a considerable body of black men to help in 
the fight against England. If the story be true, it is 
another proof of the essentially kindly and forgiving 
character of the negro, for these same Irish have all 
along been his bitterest enemy, and were the soonest 
to resent the idea of giving him a musket and a uni- 
form. The promptness of these colored people to offer 
their aid ought to make the two races better friends. 
At the time, we are told, the dusky delegates were 
welcomed and followed with loud cheers. Though it 
may be true that the Jamaica massacre incited the 
negroes to make the proposal, the Irish ought to re- 
member it in their favor the next time there is a riot 
in New York. 





Tue French line-of-battle ship Jean Bart arrived in our 
harbor and anchored off the Battery on Friday the Ist 
inst. She saluted Fort Columbus with 21 guns and the 
flag of Acting Rear-Admiral Palmer, commanding the 
North Atlantic squadron, with 13 guns. This latter 
salute was returned by the fiag ship Rhode Island imme- 
diately, gun for gun. The national salute, owing to some 
misunderstanding, was not returned from Governor's Is- 
land until two hours afterward. The Jean Bart is one of 
the French practice ships, and has on board 103 midship- 
men, on their cruise preparatory to graduation. She 
carries 38 guns and a crew of about 700 men. The mid- 
shipmen are quartered on the gun deck, and are nicely 
provided for in the way of comfortable sleeping and 
studying rooms. On Monday the midshipmen visited the 
Navy Yard at Brooklyn and both they and the officers 
expressed themselves as highly pleased. The new sloop 
Madawaska, as well as the iron-clads Roanoke and Puritan 
attracted much attention. The officers of the Jean Bart 
and Rhode Island exchanged the usual courtesies: - The 
gormer left on Monday for Halifax, on her way to Brest, 
all the officers being much gratified with their visit.

Including the gunboats and other vessels 
sunk at the time of the evacuation of the city, there are 
in all about twenty hulls submerged in and near the main 
channel, some of them very valuable, with their guns and 
armaments on board. 

Tus following resolution was approved by the President, 
on the 1st inst: 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the 
Secretary of the Navy be authorized and directed to ap- 
point a board of examiners to examine a site at or near 
Portland, Me., for a fresh water basin for iron-clad vessels 
of the United States Navy, and to ascertain the advan- 
tages and cost of said site, and report to this Congress during 
the present session. 

Tur annual examination of the Midshipmen at the 
United States Naval Academy, at Annapolis, Md., which 
has been in progress since the 21st ult., is nearly finished. 
The graduating class numbers seventy-nine members. 
The Rev. Mr. Edwards, president of Washington and Jef- 
ferson College, in Pennsylvania, and one of the Board of 
Examiners, delivered P address before the graduating 
class on the 4th inst. ‘The whole school, numbering four 
hundred and fifty acting midshipmen, are to start upon a 
three moriths’ cruise about the 20th of this month. The 
vessels intended for the purpose are the steamers Marble- 
head, Saco and Winnepec, and the sailing vessels Savannah 
and Macedonian. Most of the officers connected with the 
Academy accompany the expedition. 


Executive Document No. 46, of the Senate, is the mes- 
sage of the President to Congress, communicating a copy 
of the correspondence between the Secretary of State and 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, of New York, relative to the joint 
resolution of the 28th of January, 1864, upon the subject 
of the gift of the steamer Vanderbilt to the United States. 
This joint resolution provided also for the presentation of 
a gold medal to the “‘Commodore.”” The medal, which is 
of fine gold, is three inches in diameter, and weighs seven 
ounces. The dies were made by Mr. Ellis, after designs 
by Mr. E. Leutze. The likeness of Commodore Vander- 
bilt, carefully modelled from life, and surrounded by the 
inscription: “‘ A grateful country to her generous son,” 
form the obverse of the medal, while on the reverse is an 
allegorical representation of the noble act which the medal 
is designed to commemorate: Patriotism under a threat- 
ening sky presenting to America the prow of an armed 

ip. 

A CORRESPONDENT gives us the following account of 
the trip of the ram NVas/wille from the Pensacola Navy- 
Yard to New Orleans: 

The ram Nashville, after the fall of Mobile, was sent up 
the Alabama River, and grounded at the mouth of the 
Tensas. During a late rise in the river she floated off, and 
was sent to Pensacola, where her guns and iron plating 
was taken off, preparatory to sending her to New Orleans. 
She is a queer-looking craft, about 274 feet long, 46 foot 
beam, and her draft of water with plating on was 11 feet. 
She has two powerful high-pressure engines, and the di- 
ameter of the wheels are 37 feet. She left Pensacola in 
company with the U.S. 8S. Yucca, Acting Master Henry 
Clay Wade commanding, on the morning of the 16th inst. 
for New Orleans. About 8 Pr. m. we encountered a heavy 
gale from the northward and westward, and was compelled 
to stop the engines so as to enable us to work all our 
pumps, as she leaked very badly. She laid all night at 
the mercy of the wind and waves, and at times laboring 





very heavily. On theevening of the 17th, just before en- 
tering the mouth of the Mississippi, a sad accident occurred 
on board, resulting in the death of Charles Moore, first- 
class fireman, of New York. - He was caught by the crank 
and carried up against one of the beams, completely crush- 
ing his skull, causing instant death. He was buried at 
sea. We arrived safely at New Orleans on the 20th inst.

north channel lights in line for the anchorage in the north harbor.

Sund.—Official information has been received at tais office that, on 
and after the 12th day of April, 1866, a light-vessel would be placed 
to mark the shoal called Utgrunden or Ut Grund, 1n the southern 
part of Kalmar Sund, east coast of Sweden.

MILITIA DEPARTMENT. 
MILITIA ITEMS. 


First Reciment (Hawkine’s Zovaves).—This regiment celebrated 
the anniversary of theix departure for the seat of war on the 5th i inst., 
by a parade and review by Mayor Hoffman, at the City Hall. The 
regiment turned out about 200 men, including the band, which was 
Downing’s Seventy-first regiment band. The men wore white gloves, 
and made a very handsome appearance, as did also the Officers, 
although we noticed that the Colonel did not have his coat buttoned 
up, but had both of his lappets buttoned back, after the fashion of a 
vest. We also noticed one or two line officers whose coats were only 
partially buttoned. The First regiment has not as yet received 
stand of colors from the State (although an appropriation has been 
made for that purpose), and carried, on last Tuesday, the tattered 
flags of the Ninth New York Volunteers. We noticed that the words 
“* Tonjours pret” was inscribed on the regiment banner of the Ninth, 
and suppose this will be the motto of the new organization for to be 
always ready ; if they are ready in time is most desirable and praise. 
worthy. One of the men, whom we mentioned on a previous occasion 
as a fine-looking soldier, wore a circular plate, with an eagle on it, on 
his waist belt, instead of the ordinary S. N. Y. plate. The regimental 
line was formed at the State Arsenal, in Seventh avenue, and the reg- 
iment was marched thence by way of Thirty-fourth street ang 
Broadway to the Park, where they arrived at about 3 ¥ o’clock r. ». 
The ceremony of review was very handsomely gone through with, 
the men standing very steady, and executing the movements with 
precision. As Colonel Hawkins marched down the line with his 
Honor the Mayor he sheathed his sword, which he should not havs 
done while he retained command of his regiment. The wheeling by 
companies was very well executed. In ordering the battalion to pass 
in review the commands were not given in their usual order, and the 
word ‘‘column’’ was omitted altogether. In passing in review the 
men were marched at a right-shoulder shift until within six paces o; 
the reviewing officer, when they were brought to a shoulder. We 
noticed that the officers did not salute. We understand that this 
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omission was intentional, on the ground that the Mayor was a civil- 
ian and not entitled to a military salute, although the battalion pre- 
sented arms to him both before and after passing in review. This 
omission was in very bad taste, and entirely contrary to the custom 
of the service in like cases, which should govern on all points not laid 
down in the regulations. The band wheeled to the left before passing 
the reviewing officer; they should not have wheeled out until after 
having passed him. The companies passed in quick time without 
going to the Chatham Square gate again, and therefore presented 
their left instead of their right flank to the reviewing officer. When 
the companies were halted and wheeled into line, the distances wer® 
found to have been well preserved. The spectators who were present 
at the review very justly applauded several of the movements of ths 
regiment. After the review the regiment marched through Broad- 
way to their armory, in Thirteenth street, where they were dismissed- 


Fourtn Beaicapr.—This brigade was reviewed by Mayor Hoffman 
at the City Hall on the 6th inst. The brigade line was formed on the 
west side of Fifth aveaue, right resting on Fourteenth street. The 
regiments after breaking into column marched down Broadway, en- 
tering the Park from the east. As usual, the review, which should 
have taken place at 4 o’clock, did not take place until three-quarters 
of an hour after that time. Will no enterprising officer set a new 
fashion, and treat us to the rare luxury of a review or parade which 
shall take place punctually at the advertised time? The brigade was 
preceded by a squad of policemen, who were fullowed by Brigadier- 
General Lloyd Aspinwall and staff in full uniform, wearing the cone- 
shaped hats worn by many of our officers during the last war. The 
Fourth rex iment, Colonel H. D. Hull commanding, was on the right, 
and paraded with seven companies, numbering about 225 men, not 
including the band. The Fourth looked very well, although we 
noticed that some of the lieutenants did not salute the Mayor. The 
Eleventh regiment (rifles) came next, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Henry Lux, and paraded over 350 men. This reg- 
iment made a very handsome appearance with the green trimmings 
to their uniforms, and their rifles and sabre bayonets. The band, how- 
ever, wheeled out before passing the reviewing officer. There did not 
appear to be any system,about this matter, some bands wheeling out 
and others remaining in the column. The Twenty-second regiment was 
commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Post, and paraded some 300 men 
The band which accompanied this regiment all wore epaulettes, 
which they should not be allowed to do, as it is the distinctive badge 
of an officer, and not of a musician. The Twenty-second made a very 
good appearance. The Sixty-ninth regiment was commanded by 
Colonel McT. McMahon, who has recently been commissioned br 
Governor Fenton a Brevet Major-General N. G., 8. N. Y., and who 
appeared in a full major-general’s uniform. The regiment paraded 
with nine companies, numbering a little over 200 men. The Sixty- 
ninth is fast improving in drill and discipline. The Ninety-fifth, 
although divided into six companies, did not number much over 10 
men all told. Lieutenant-Colonel McElroy was in command. In 
passing in review the Lieutenant-Colonel was in front of the musi- 
cians, instead of six paces in their rear. The entire brigade looked 
very well, and the ranks were quite full, when we consider that their 
field day took place only week before last. The brigade passed twice, 
although we did not notice that either was in quick time.

Frey Dax or THE Fourta Bricape.—We have received a letteT 
from the officer commanding Companies G and H, Twenty-Second 
iment N G., 8. N. Y., which we spoke ofas charging bayonets on 
the crowd at the recent field day of this Brigade at East New York. 
The Captain says that in charging bayonets he was obeying the orders 
of the Field Officer of the Day. Our remarks on the subject were di- 
rected against the use of the bayonet upon a crowd by the officers of the 
National Guard unless as a matter of absolute necessity, and not to dis- 
euss the question as to who was in fault on the occasion alluded to. 
it was for this reason we omitted mentioning the name of the immedi- 
ste commander of the charging companies, although it was known to 
usat the time the charge was made. The principle for which we con- 
tended is that on the occasion of a parade, or drill of the National 
Guard, no officer has a right to use any more force upon the specta- 
tors present than is absolutely necessary to preserve order and enable 
nim to keep the requisiteamount of space cleared. In the present in- 
stance we think the circumstances did not warrant the use of the bay- 
onet, especially, as the Captain says the place was cleared, not be- 
cause it was required for drilling, but in anticipation of trouble. We 
fnd no fault with the Captain for obeying his orders, although it must 
be remembered that an illegal order from a superior officer is not bind- 
ing on the inferior. Butas we have said before the intent of our 
criticism was not to blame individuals, but to remind the officer who 
gare the order that he used rather more force than we conceived was 
required. 

Freip Days.—The disturbances and breaches of discipline which 
have occurred at the recent fleld days at East New York are, doubt- 
jess, in a great measure, due to the influence of liquor, and this, of 
course, to the sale of intoxicating drinks at or near the parade ground. 
Section 135 of the Militia Law, State of New York, is intended to cover 
such cases ; for by its provisions the commanding officer at any parade 
“may prohibit and prevent the sale of all spirituous liquors within 
one mile of such parade or encampment; and also, in his discretion, 
sil hucksters or auction sales or gambling may be abated as nui- 
sances.”’” ‘The habit which has prevailed in many regiments of 
allowing men to fall out of the ranks and fall in again at their option 
cannot but have a very injurious influence upon the discipline of the 
command in which it is allowed. it no liquor is allowed to be sold in 
the vicinity of the ground where a field day is held there will be much 
iess to make the men straggle, and each officer will be able to keep his 
men well in hand, and thus the drill will be both more interesting 
and profitable. 

NintH Reoimest,—In obedience to orders from brigade headquar- 
ters the officers and members of this regiment will assemble at the 
armory, on Wednesday morning, June 13th, for the purpose of pro- 
ceeding to East New York for brigade drill.

ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY Company.—On last Monday 
this company, which is the oldest Militia company in Boston, and in 
the United States also, celebrated their two hundred and twenty- 
eighth anniversary after their usual custom. Colonel Joseph S. Hen- 
shaw was in command, and although the weather was most unfavor- 
able for a parade, the ranks were quite full. The music was furnished 
by Gilmore’s band. Governor Bullock and staff accompanied them

Minir1ra Law Srare or Connecticutr.—We have received from 
Brigadier-General Charles T. Stanton, Jr , Adjutant-General of the 
State of Connecticut, a copy of the Adjutant-General’s report of that 
State for the year ending March 31, 1866, and also a copy of the 
present Militia Law of that State. The Adjutant-General’s report is 
a volume of some 275 pages, and contains a complete roster of the 
officers of the regiments of Connecticut Volunteers which were in the 
U. 8. service during the years 1865-6, and a summary of the services 
of these regiments during that period. The National Guard of Oon- 
necticut is formed into a division, under the command of Major- 
General Wm. H. Russell, of New Haven. The division is composed 
of two brigades, consisting of eight regiments, and a battery of light 
artillery, which drills as infantry. Section 65 provides that “‘the 
commanding officer of the division when he deems it expedient, may, 
with the consent and approbation of the Commander-in-Chief, issue 
orders to the commandants of brigades to assemble their respective 
brigades for an encampment for six successive days, at such time as 
the commandants of each brigade shall designate, between the tenth 
day of August and the twentieth day of September in each year; or 
if he ehall deem it more advantageous, he shall direct said command- 
ants of brigades to issue orders to the commanding officers to order 
out their several regiments separately within the time above specified. 
Once in two years this encampment may be ordered to be by division 
The aggregate of the division is 146 officers and 3,315 men. At each o 
these encampments an officer is detailed to act as mustering and in- 
specting officer, and a thorough school of instruction is instituted.
